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Selectmen 
give nod to 


parking plan

The Board of Selectmen put its 
stamp of approval on a four-part 
plan to relieve the parking crunch 
thal develops each weekday morn- 
ing when commuters descend on 
downtown Winchester. 

Through the plan, selectmen plan 
to open up additional spaces for tocal 
merchants, their customers and 
resident commuters. 

Drawn from recommendations in 
a report prepared by the Traffic 
Advisory Committee, selectmen vot- 
ed unanimously to accept four major 
components of the parking plan thal 
will go into effect Jan. 1, 1990. 

The plan consists of the following: 

* 30 spaces at McCall Junior High 
will be designated for merchants al 
the rate of $150 per year per spot. 
The lol would open at 7 a.m. each 
weekday morning. 

* The Metropolitan District Com- 
mission (MDC) will be asked by 
selectmen to prohibit parking on the 
Mystic Valley Parkway, which is 
under the jurisdiction of the MDC, 
prior to 9:30 a.m. on weekdays. The 
seleclmen hape this restriction will 
prevent commuters from using the 
free spots on an all-day basis. 

« A ticket machine will be acti- 
vated at the Aberjona Lot. Non- 
resident commuters will be charged 
$3 per day and resident commuters 
with a valid transfer slation sticker 
will park for free, The $3 charge will 
be for those who park between the 


hours of 6 and 9 a.m. After 9 a.m. 
and unlil 4 p.m. all persons will be 
charged $1. 

* The Waterfield Lot, which would 
be primarily available to mer- 
chants, will open at 8:30 a.m. witha 
charge of $1 for all users until 4 p.m. 
Merchants comment 

Martha O'Neill, owner of the 
downtown shop Topsy Turvy, told 
seleclmen she employs up to eighi 
persons who work on a part-time 
basis and must find parking within 
the area. Although O'Neill said these 
employees currently use the McCall 
lot, she added the $150 charge would 
be “too much" for these part-time 
employees. 

Selectman Robert Deering noted 
the charge breaks down to 73 cents a 
day. This figure is derived, however, 
from a full-time schedule of parking. 

Beautification Design Review 
Committee Chairman Charles 
Tseckares asked the selectmen to 
consider banning parking from Mys- 
tic Valley Parkway entirely. ‘‘(Mys- 
tic Valley Parkway) used to be truly 
a parkway, now it’s a parking /ot,” 
said Tseckares. He added the town 
was “losing visual easements.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia noted 
thal unfortunatley, unti] Winchester 
“bites the bullet’? and opts for a 
multi-level parking facility, all park- 
ing spaces must be fair game lo ease 
the parking crunch downtown. 

An amendment was also enacted

Sullivan gets his 
day on the Hill

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
earned his ‘day on the Hill” when 
the state spending limilation bill he 
drafted went before the Joint Com- 
mitlee on Taxation. 

Although Sullivan honestly 
appraised the bill as having “a low 
probability of passing,” he told the 
Board of Selectmen at their Monday 
night meeting he felt house mem- 
bers had been “receptive” al the 
Sept. 27 session. 

At the last Spring Town Mecting, 
Sullivan put the bill before the Town 
of Winchester — and won unanimous 
support. The bill calls for a limit on 
increases to the annual expenditures 
by the stale fo an amount no greater 
than two percent of the prior year’s 
expenditures. 

Excluded from the cap would be 
local aid and water and sewer previ- 
sions. An amendment by House 
Counsel] also added the exclusion of 
capital outlay. The bill was late-filed 
and earned a hearing through the 
continuous efforts of Sullivan and 
Representative Paul Casey (D- 
Win). 

In introducing Sullivan's bill al the 
hearing, Casey called the bill 
“dynamic” and one that ''shakes 
things up, inside and out.”” 

In his presentation to the Taxation 
Committee, Sullivan, who is the 
CEO of Perland, Inc. and has been a 
member of town government for 22 
years, described his motivation in 
drafting the bill. 

Motivation 

“Those that advance health ser- 
vices and education are cast as fis- 
cally irresponsible,” said Sullivan, 
“and those (who mandate) restraint 
are called uncaring. We're stuck in 


one corner, there's no room in 
between.” 

Sullivan also told members he felt, 
“the Commonwealth is moving tow- 
ard a government of referen- 
dum ... IUs time for the people in the 
business community to step 
forward. 

“Cities and towns have a focus on 
spending priorities and so should the 
state,”' he said. 

Sullivan explained his proposal, 
adding that amendments to the plan 
were welcome, his goal being to get 
the bill discussed. 

In a handout to committee mem- 
bers Sullivan outlined the purpose of 
his bill, ‘“‘to reduce the growth of 
state spending, to prevent the ero- 
sion of Prop. 2!», to provide a basis 
for fiscal planning, to protect local 
aid, to focus spending priorities, to 
prevent government by referendum, 
to re-establish legislative leadership 
and to restore bond rating.” 

The percentage limit of the cap 
eould be debated, said Sullivan, 
since already he has heard concern 
that (he two percent figure could be 
too low. 

“The people in this Common- 
wealth are prepared to pay new 
taxes when they know everything is 
in order,” said Sullivan. 

Panel comments 

Senator Mary L. Pedula noted loc- 
al aid comprises more than 20 per- 
cent of the state budget. ‘‘The three 
exclusions (local aid, water and sew- 
er and capital outlay) could make a 
healthy excess," she said. 

Representative Eleanor Myerson 
said while she was ‘‘sympathetic”™ to 
the philosophy of the bill, she 
believed that such a function was 
already established with the bill that

Friday night film series 
starts at Youth Center

For those junior bigh school stu- 
dents who have been complaining 
abou! a lack of something to do in 
town, there is help on the way. 

The Youth Center, Youth Commit- 
tee of the First Congregational 
Chureh and Recreation Deparlinent 
recenlly banded together to sponsor 
“Dearashley presents: friday Night 
al the Movies.” 

In addilion to once-per-month Fri- 
day night dances and Youth Center 
activities, Community Services 
Administrator Jack Monteith said 
the movies will round out the sche- 
dule of events, providing activites 
for junior high students every Fri- 
day night of the month. 

“We were hearing constantly from 
kids thal there was nothing to do in 
town," said Monteith, “We decided 
to start a program where there 
would be something to do every 
Friday night, instead of kids just 
hanging around downtown.

With a donation from the Jenks 
Oulreach Committee and the First 
Congregational Church, the group 
purchased a large, six-foot screen 
television, and plans to show movies 
which will trigger discussion among 
students. 

“We want lo show movies that will 
attract the kids and send out some 
type of message,"’ said Monteith. A 
Youth Advisory Committee was 
established which consists of 
parents and students to select the 
movies. 


Aller each movie is shown, adult 
chaperones will encourage and lead 
discussion among the students. 

“The purpose is to number one, 
provide something to do,” said Mon- 
teith, “and number two, to provide 
games and group-building 
activities.” 

Monteith noted thal while teena- 
gers may often walch violent shows 
or movies, lhey rarely discuss them, 
and instead absorb the values por- 
trayed. The discussion groups are 
intended to explore the values 
expressed in each film. 

Admission to the movies is $2 per 
student. Students are required lo 
provide a signed agreement for the 
event. Included in this agreement 
are thal all students agree to remain 
in the building during the program; 
behavior considered harmful to the 
group, such as fighting, abusive lan- 
guage or vandalism, will not be 
tolerated; smoking is not permitted; 
possession or consumption of drugs 
or alcohol is forbidden. During 
schoul functions, school rules will 
apply, said Monteith. 

Parents are also expected to 
accept certain guidelines, and are lo 
chaperone at least one event. 

All events begin at 7:30 p.m, and 
end at 10 p.m. The first movie lo be 
shown Oct. 6 is ‘Coming to Ameri- 
ea,” starring Eddie Murphy. 
“Beaches,"’ starring Bette Midler, 
will be shown Oct. 20. 

“The response has been positive 
from both the kids and parents so 
far,” said Monteith. Permission 
slips are available at the McCall 
Junior High School office, the Recre- 
ation Department or Youth Center.

The proposal set forth by the 
Board of Health assigns the petition- 
er's sile ‘‘solely for the purpose of 
closure pursuant to a closure plan to 
he submitted lo the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP), 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.”’ 

Also included in the plan were the 
following conditions: that no further 
refuse, as defined in Chapter 11, 
Section 150A, be deposited on the 
premises; thal the closure plan deli- 
niate the fill limits of solid waste and 
hazardous waste material fill at the 
sile; and that the closure plan iden- 
tify the organie vapors detected by 
the tests conducted by Clean Har- 
bors Analytical Service on behalf of 
HETS and include a health risk 
assessment as required by DEP. 

In addition, the proposal requires 
that owner Charles Ferrari provide 
a mechanism for vapor venting of 
the organic materials with vapors 
emission control as appropriate, and 
provide for the removal of hazard- 
ous material from the site as 
required by DEP. 

Robert Hidell of HETS said the 
board's request could lake up to six 
months. However, he added that it 
could take “‘up to a decade” with 
interference from various parties. 
The work, he said, “is far more 
extensive than apparently any of 
you realize,” 

According to Fam's report, there 
are no apparent health hazards from 
material on the site. However, Fam 
said he supported lhe proposal, 
which among olher things forces 
Ferrari to identify the vapors found 
on the site. 

“YT think the motion put forth really 
addresses the outslanding issues,’

front door will be identified. "] want 
to know when we'll know,” said 
MacConkey. ‘I want lo know soon." 

Resident Denise Darlington 
agreed. As a mother of lwo children 
with health condilions, Darlington 
said she does nol want the town to 
wait until after the fact to take 
action. ‘When you talk about human 
lives and costs in dollars ... if you 
are talking about what happens 
down the line, what do you say? [ 
don't fee] at peace with that,’ she 
said. 

Cronan also questioned the eredi- 
bility of Hidell’s findings. He noted 
that Fam had questioned the 
reports, and said, "If we were to 
blindly accept Mr. Hideil’s reports.

river long ago."' Cronan said he felt 
the board’s message to the town was 
that it is “tired” of the issue and 
wants it to be over.

“You are 
elected by the people and it's our 
concerns you should be addres- 
sing... lo send this up without 
knowing what the vapors are is 
appalling.” said Pronski. 

However, Black-Schaffer said he 
believed the time was right to move 
ahead toward site assignment.

“Lhave not yel heard what makes

Alliance holds fiscal bailout forum

The panel, comprised of Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schinitt, former Finance Committee 
Chairman Dr. Chester Haskell, 
Town Meeting member Lorna 
Tseckares, Capital Planning Chair- 
man Peter Van Aken and former 
Finance Commiltce member Robert 
Frank, grappled with four main 
issues. 

First, panelists explored the 
events thal brought about Winehes- 
ter’s current fiscal crisis. The sec- 
ond and third questions dealt with 
the feasibility of short-term versus 
long-term fiseal solutions. And final- 
ly, the fourth question probed the 
available oplions open to Winches- 
ter’s fiscal planners. 


History af the crisis 

Haskell opened discussion by out- 
lining a grim future for Winchester. 
He said “we will cut and continue to 
cul services ... and see a deteriora- 
tion in quality and quantity of 
services.” 

He called the financial and fiscal 
choices that bave already been 
made, “reactive ... because we have 
no real allernatives, we've used up 
our options.” 

Haskell said Winchester can 
expect little help from the state, and 
that a growth in the number of 
elderly persons and children 
enrolled in schools has cut deeper 
into the town’s pocketbook. Also, the 
imposition of Proposition 2", “elimi- 
nated the town's abilily to raise 
revenue through property tax.” 

In the past, the town had “gotten 
by” with underfunding capital pro- 
jects and spending down reserves. 
Now. however, maintenance prob- 
lems have caught up wilh the town 
and free cash is practically nonexis- 
tence, Haskell said.

With statistics compiled by Assis- 
tant Town Manager Mark Twogood, 
Schmitt showed that the town's 
expenses have stayed relatively the 
same in the last 20 years. The vari- 
able that has changed in the overall 
equation, however, is per capita 
income. By taking into account the 
consumer price index, taxes have 
not increased proportionately, said 
Sehmitt. 

Addressing the history of Winches- 
ter's fiscal problems, Schmit( noted 
that in the past employees’ benefil 
costs were lower, water rales were 
less expensive, mandatory prog- 
rams (costs that the town can not 
control) were fewer, and the imposi- 
tion of Prop, 2'2 has changed the 
revenuc base for the town from tax 
lo fee. 


No state funds 

Tseckares noted the federa) and 
stale governments can no longer be 
depended on for additional funding. 
She compared the current Boston 
Itarbor clean-up to the needed reno- 
vations to Winchester's library. If 
the library renovations are continu- 
ally ignored, the library costs will be 
to the next generation what the 
MWRA fees are to this generation, 
equated Tskeckares. 

Van Aken said that in the past, 
Winchester has ‘gotten by" with 
state programs, which allowed 
Winchester lo set capital budgets to 
follow. Also, by “hiding the prob- 
lem” or ignoring capital projects 
and repairs, ‘We've put our mainte- 
nance under the rug,’ said Van 
Aken. 

Frank said the constraints that 
cities and towns feel now are ‘‘self- 
imposed — imposed by (Prop.) 2'z.” 

“We are now left to do things we 
would not have done in our own 
family. We would not let the roof 
deteriorate to the point of failing

down. We would fix it,” said Frank. 

Frank also noted the downward 
spiraling of free cash over the years. 
“We should view the town savings as 
a form of the town’s capilal,” said 
Frank. He added the savings are 
tax-free and should be used on capi- 
tal projects not for operating costs. 

According to Frank, dispropor- 
tionate rate paying for services in 
town has been a practice that does 
not make sense economically or 
equitably. 


Questions 

One member of the audience ques- 
tioned rising employee benefit costs. 
Schmitt reiterated that medical cost 
are up and the town must keep up 
with the marketplace, *] don't think 
there's anything we can do about il,” 
added Schmitt. 

Town Meeting member Sally Kin- 
eaid said the banter at the meeting 
was ‘nothing we haven't heard 
before.” 

“The leaders of the lown should 
decide {o put an override on the 
ballot again and again and 
again ... with absolute proof that we 
need it.’ added Kincaid. 

Questions two and three dealt with 
short-term versus long-term solu- 
tions (0 Winchester financial woes. 
While most panelists agreed short- 
term solutions were just “quick fix- 
es,” as Tseckares pointed oul, Van 
Aken added that ‘it is difficult for 
this Lown to do long-term planning 
with the problems of balancing this 
year’s budget.” 

New solutions 

Panelist Frank called for the 
selectmen to develop a list of “core 
functions” that absolutely need 
funding. A ‘second tier’ of expendi- 
{ures could be decided on by the 
selectmen and ultimately voted on 
by residents if the money is 
available.

Frank said the Board of Selectmen 
must “serve up choices" and decide 
what services are most important. 

Schmitt disagreed with other 
panelists who called the recent deci- 
sions to raise transfer fees, cut awn 
employee positions and raise walter 
and sewer charges, “‘short-term,”’ 

“These changes are permanent.” 
said Schmitt, 

Frank argued again that select- 
men should, “figure out what's 
important and don’t cul quality out 
of that.” 

“We will have todeal with choices, 
there are no more painless cuts,” 
agreed Haskell, “The only real solu- 
tion is lo have some form of a 
general override." 

Schinitt noted a way (o cut costs 
would be (o become more involved in 
consortiums of service with other 
communities, and also develop ‘“‘ere- 
dibilily with the voters, show we can 
manage effectively.” He said town 
officials must also “work on the 
expense side (of the budget) before 
people will consent to an override.” 
Uidden from view 

‘T'seckares poled thal town and 
schoo! officials have successfully 
kept recent cuts from being out- 
wardly apparent lo taxpayers. But, 
“the darkness" of the cuts is there, 
however hidden from view, said 
Tseckares. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
agreed that instead of “chipping 
away across the board’ selected 
areas should be pinpointed for cuts. 
And if placing an override question 
on the ballot in the spring, comes to 
pass, ‘‘a consensus of the leaders” 
must first be heard, said Sullivan. 

In closing, Larry Smith, president 
of the Alliance, called on members 
of the community concerned with 
the level of service in Winchester to 
come forward with help, ideas and 
energy.

We are still 
a leather town

The old brown oxfords began 
faking on water as we crossed 
Main Street during the last gasp 
of “Hugo’’ last week and a quick 
diagnosis by John Cares at our 
Winchester Shoe Hospital con- 
firmed the worst - new soles and 
heels. 

As we pazed across the glisten- 
ing bricks of the Square, John 
wove an intriguing story of his 
father, Paul, a Greek immigrant, 
founding the business way back 
in 1926. 

Over the years, Paul Caros was 
to become a heloved Winchester 
institution - so much so that in 
1973 when a fire prelly much 
wiped out his business, townspeo- 
ple rallied behind their cherished 
cobbler and raised a sizeable 
amount lo help with (he renewal 
of the shop. 

John began working with his 
dad and learning the business 
about 25 years ago - and later, 
afler daughlers Elaine, Stepha- 
nie and Jounna were older, his 
wife Magdalini became a very 
popular addition to the shop. 

The shop fascinates, whether 
you have down-at-heel footwear 
or just local curiosity, and John 
pointed oul a veritable museum 
of 40-year—old shoe repair 
machinery placed strategically 
among mounds of ailing shoes 
and boots. 

There is the great long 
“finisher” with its varied grind- 
ing and polishing wheels’, the big 
“McKay Stitcher’ which sews 
right through the uppers as it 
applies the sole; the ‘‘Outer Sole 
Stitcher” which sews a sole only 
around the edges which my old 
oxfords will require. 


In another corner is a small 
leather trimmer and two ‘‘jacks”’ 
which hold the shoe as it is work- 
ed on. There is a press which 
clamps tightly against a newly 
applied sole - and up fronl there is 
a magnificent ‘automatic nail- 
er’ which manufactures and 
applies nails to heels from a con- 
tinuous coil of wire. 

Added to this primary work of 
shoe repair is the artistic special- 
ty work of Magdalini - the dyeing 
of ladies cloth shoes for formal 
affairs such as weddings and 
dances. 

She smiles, despite the gloomy 
weather, and expresses thanks 
for all the local support over the 
years. ‘‘Winchester and its peo- 
ple make a nice atmosphere in 
which to work,’” she says. 

John, in a reflective mood, 
mentions the changes he’s seen 
over the years. He and Magdalini 
are among the very few people 
left who can still walk to their 
work in their hometown, and he 
feels for those who must leave 
Winchester daily for employment 
away. 

John values events such as our 
summer band concerts and also 
the many public gathering places 
downtown - for these things help 
give some sense of community to 
those who must work away, when 
they are finally able to enjoy 
their town. 

Business as usual at their cor- 
ner of Thompson Street adds 
greatly to the unique personality 
and viability of Our Town — for 
John, Magdalini, and father Paul 
before them, are the last of a long 
tradition of leather workers and 
cobblers in this area — a tradi- 
tion going back over 200 years. 

Verily — the old brown oxfords 
are in capable hands!

Seeing photos with hindsight

When 1 wake mornings, [ look out 
the window and across the street at 
my maples first of all, which are not 
mine at all except in the sense that 
any of us comes to think of as our 
own the things which we love. 

I see them bare and bony on wint- 
er mornings, tossing with furled 
buds in spring. These mornings, I 
check them for color. They stand tall! 
and straight and ruddy at the tips, 
like kitchen matches, or a gathering 
af redheads. 

Watching them as the sun edged 
up over the horizon, I saw today 
something I had not noticed before: 
cast into perfect silhouette by the 
horizontal rays of its rising light the 
familiar peaks and gables of my own 
house, sewn like Peter Pan's shadow 

‘onto the trees’ barky breasts. 

It startled me, as a reflection 
caught and given back to us in 
passing shop windows startles, It 
reminded me of something, elusive 
at first but then coming clear: old 
photographs laken at the dawn of 
my life, in those dear boring days of 
the Dydee man and early suppers of 
egg and of toast, of fruit and an odd 
product known as Junket. 

We have these photos, as everyone 
else does, piled in a shoebox, record- 
ing us children costumed for the 
play or rosy-cheeked in snow. And in 
many of them, more than our 


photographer-grownups ever 
intended, appears lying in the fore- 
ground across the swath of green 
lawn or white snow the shadow of the 
grownup himself, with the hairdo or 
hat of another era, head inclined and 
shoulders hunched in concentration 
over the small magic box that was 
the camera. 

They thought to record us; we see 
now with keener eyes Lhat they also 
recorded themselves. Thus do we 
sense the light press of our presence 
in the world, [ thought this morning: 
intermittently, and almost by 
accident. 

It's easy to believe you make a 
scant mark in the world — are just 
another account number at the 
bank, another face on the morning 
train. There is even a philosophy to 
suggest as much, as in lhe remark 
made by the Spanish sage. ‘‘Place 
your finger in a bucket of water,’’ he 
said, ‘Then puil it out and see what a 
hole you have made,’ the melancho- 
ly thought being that the waters 
close over you and you are forgollen. 

I don’t believe that. I went to a 
walled city in Europe once, where 
the earth had been draped and 
clamped and laid open like a surgi- 
cal patient so citizens of today could 
look upon the painstaking process of 
archeology. At the end of the under- 
ground ride through a Disney-like 
recreation of the old village, you saw 
a cross-section of the earth itself, 
sliced straight down as you'd slice a 


fruitcake, and holding within it bits 
of pottery, and metal, and animal 
and human bone, This is what hap- 
pens, ] thought then: you live and die 
and are tamped down into a pudding 
of mud, 

Lucky for me, we went just alter 
that tour to a Vespers service at a 
house of worship built a thousana 
years ago, We heard music written 
back then, woven in words penned al 
the lime of King David, then held 
and sent forth pure and clear from 
the living throats of elders, and 
youths, and little boys not yet 10. 
Words live, then, and music lives, 
even as good deeds and careful 
instruction lives, fo a far greater 
degree than most of us realize and 
long after our little lives have 
yielded to ultimate gravity and flut- 
tered to the ground like the plorigus 
crimson leaves. 

I picked up some photos last week 
that I took the day my youngest 
started kindergarten. I pulled them 
out now for a second look. 

Here he is smiling shyly on the 
lawn, squinting a bit against the 
horizontal glory of early-morning 
sun. Behind him the lavish branches 
of a certain stand of maples wave 
brashly to the camera. Before him, 
invisible to me until now, visible to 
him some time ages hence perhaps, 
on the lettuce-green grass, the clear 
and unmistakeable shadow of his 
mother, who bends in concentration 
to take his picture.

This month, on Oct. 26 at | p.m., 
the Meals on Wheels drivers will 
meet at the Jenks Center for orienta- 
tion and applause for their contribu- 
lions. New volunteer drivers are 
weleome to come to this meeling and 
learn aboul the opportunity lo serve. 

One of the motivating factors for 


volunteer effort is directing energy 
in doing “something comfortable”’. 
This involves matching the volun- 
teers to the tasks thal need doing. 
The letter written to your newspaper 
by the Woburn resident who called 
the Jenks Center lo volunteer her 
services ‘‘with the elderly” states 
she was told by me of all the diffe- 
rent volunteer programs that could 
use help. Included in that number 
was volunteering at the two 
Winchester nursing homes during 
school hours. The caller rejected 
this suggestion. 

Upon learning that (he caller lived 
in Woburn, it was suggested thal 
there were volunteer opportunities 
closer lo home, specifically the 
Woburn Senior Center and the Coun- 
cil on Social Concern (the latter 
agency serves Winchester and 
counts among its volunteers many 
Winchester people).

The Allianee did send separate 
invitation letters to the forum to all 
Town Meeting members, to all 
elected and appointed Town offi- 
cials, and to Town department 
heads, Consequently, many mem- 
bers of the Taxpayers’ Association, 
including Mr. Saraco, were among 
those who received a mailed 
invitation, 

Mr. Saraco’s letter may have 
given the public the impression that 
the Alliance has excluded the Tax- 
payers’ Association from its activi- 
ties. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Since last Spring the

WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT 


Substance abuse an age-old problem

“‘Rumseller, look out! 
my course is laid; 
My ship's afloat, 
my anchor’s weighed; 
Leok oul ahead! 
for | am bound 
To cruise on 
your unholy ground!" 


So reads, in part, (he announce- 
ment of a Temperance lecture held 
in 1848 in the South Woburn vestry. 
In such terms the war against illegal 
and intemperate alcohol was waged 
in the last century. In different 
{erms, the war continues. 

Stories of police raids and of cam- 
paigns against drug and alcohol 
abuse and their illegal trade in town 
have lately been in the news. Of 
current concern, alcoho! abuse in 
particular has been a target of citi- 
zen interest and organized warfare 
for cenluries. 

As early as 1828 Woburn, like most 
New England towns, had a temper- 
ance society in which South Woburn 
men were active. From 1847 to 1855 
and 1858 to 1861 there was a chapter 
of the Sons of Temperance in this 
community, and a Town Temper- 
ance Society was founded in Novem- 
ber 1851. 

The Sons of Temperance held 
meetings devoted bolh to moral 
improvement and to social activi- 
ties. One reforming lecture reported 
in the newspaper was given by 
Salem Wilder who pictured ‘‘the hor- 
rors of a drunkard's life in vivid 
colors, following the bridegroom 
who reluctantly sipped the wine 
offered by the fair hand of her whom 
he had just sworn before high 
Heaven to love, cherish, and protect, 
from that fatal moment until he 
reaches the period when he is suffer- 
ing the lerrible horrors of raving 
delirium; and the poor, broken- 
hearted wife looking on and in the 
agony of her soul exclaiming this, 
this is my work, all, all, my own.” 

One of the more successful socials 
was that, attended by 700, in Febru- 
ary 1860 at Lyceum Hall where 
tables were laid out for the sale of 
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e facsimile services

fruit, cake, and confectionery and 
for ice cream and oysters and where 
a program was offered including 
music, an antiquarian wedding, and 
supper. 

Later temperance socielies 
included the Reform Club, with 400 
members, and the women’s Christ- 
ian Temperance Union, both organ- 
ized in 1876. The former lasted 12 
years, the latter more than twice 
that time. The women especially 
carried on active campaigns, not 
only among adults but also in the 
schools. 

Temperance societies were aided 
somewhat by public law and law 
enforcement. During the late 19th 
century, since the town was “dry,” 
the sale of liquor for profit was 
forbidden, However, there was a 
Liquor Agent appointed by the Lown 
to sell wine or spirits under certain 
restrictions. David Youngman, 
agent in 1852, reported that he laid in 
forty gallons of rum but sold only 
five; that he bought twenty-nine gal- 
lons of brandy, gin, and wine and 
sold twenty-four; and that his total 
sales amounted to $84.15. In 1860 it 
was reported that the agency ‘“‘dis- 
pensed liquors to the amount of over 
$700 — an alarming increase of ‘sick- 
ness’ among the adult population 
certainly, and some wiseacres think 
if the agency is abolished, there will 
be less sickness."’ Abolition of the 
liquor agency did not diminish the 
“sickness’”’ — but did eliminate a 
sure-fire source of revenue for the 
town. 

Having a liquor agent did not con- 
trol the sale of alcohol. A great part 
of police work in the 1870s and later 
consisted in dealing with illicit liq- 
uor gales, so prevalent that in 1880 
the town felt strongly enough to 
appropriate $500 for its suppression. 

One of most active and resolute 
suppressors was John W. Heming-

way, a member of the Reform Club 
who was elected a constable to deal 
with illegal liquor. Within a short 
lime of his election, 17 kitchen rum 
shops were raided. He also stopped 
rum sellers of Woburn bringing rum 
into town, in which work he was 
allegedly aided by a white mustang 
which could smell whiskey from a 
distance of 40 rods. Though Heming- 
way was opposed in the courts, 
assaulted, and nearly murdered in 
his own home by the rum traffick- 
ers, he continued his determined 
fight. In time a Winchester branch of 
the Citizen’s Law & Order League 
was formed to assist the police in 
this work. 


Prohibition was another era of 
intense police involvement in the 
war against illegal liquor. During 
this time another citizen's group, the

Winchester Citizen's Alliance, 
demanded that more be done to 
enforee the laws. Arrests for drunk- 
enness rose from an annual low of 21 
in 1920 lo a high of 173 in 1924. Liquor 
raids also ensued. The first recorded 
raid occurred in Seplember 1923 
when police seized several boolleg- 
gers, a copper still, and 40 gallons of 
moonshine. 

After repeal of Prohibition in 1933, 
Winchester exercised the local 
option left to it by slate law lo be 
“dry,” which lasted until about four 
years ago. The town now has three 
licensed restaurants and one pack- 
age store liquor license. It also has 
continuing problems with illegal and 
immoderate alcohol use, as well as 
other drug problems. And it con- 
tinues to battle against such prob- 
lems. The zeal and the melodrama- 
tie language of past temperance 
societies, waging war against 
“demon Rum” and the “monster 
intemperance,”’ often made such 
groups the butt of ridicule, but their 
work was noble and established a 
precedence of moral concern and 
town action worth honoring and 
continuing.

The major television networks 
well as the Boston channels are 
devoting larger and more frequent 
segments of broadcasl time to docu- 
menting the horrors of the “drug 
wars".

It is during the autumn harvest 
season that one’s thoughts often turn 
to New England. Its first permanent 
European settlers, the Pilgrims and 
our modern holiday of 
Thanksgiving. 

This year, Plimoth Plantation, the 
living museum of 17th-century Ply- 
mouth, will highlight its harvest sea- 
son with the visit of Dutch emissa- 
ries from New Amsterdam, in a 
special 3-day event Oct. 7 to 9. 

In October of 1627, a small group 
of Dutch dignitaries from New 
Amsterdam (on Manhattan Island) 
journeyed to Plymouth Colony to 
exchange gifts and discuss trade and 
alliance with the colony's leaders. 
Each year, the interpretation staff 
of Plimouth Plantation recreates 
this historic meeting as a part of its 
renowned living history program.

Visitors to Plimoth Plantation are 
encouraged to immerse themselves 
in the culture of another time and 
place; to query and converse with 
the various dignitaries, join in a 
country song and participate in vari- 
ous period sports. 

Later in the day, museum guests 
are invited to sample 17-century cui- 
sine as Plimoth Plantation offers a 
feast from the past in the modern 
comfort of the Plantation’s Acco- 
mack Room. Diners may choose 
from an intriguing assortment of 
period recipes, as hosts from the 
time transport you back 300 years 
for an evening of dining and enter- 
tainment. Dinners will be served 
October G through 8 beginning at 
6:30 p.m. 

During November, much attention 
is drawm to those first New England 
settlers, who have come to be known 
as the “Pilgrims.” Familiar ste- 
reotypes appear vilrually every- 
where from classrooms to shopping 
malls. 

A visit to Plimoth Plantation in 
Plymouth during the Thanksgiving 
period is particularly appropriate, 
as visitors may see and learn first- 
hand how historical fact has been 
transformed into the modern 
Thanksgiving myth. 

Instead of finding long tables sur- 
rounded by Indians and Pilgrims 
and laden with roasted turkeys, 


mashed potatoes and cranberry 
sauce, visitors to the Plantation’s 
1627 Pilgrim Village will find the 
colonists busily engaged in the tradi- 
tional, seasonal tasks of husbandry 
and housewifery. Men are likely to 
be threshing grain, sawing planks, 
riving clapboards and thatching 
roofs. Village housewives winnow 
grain, salt and dry fish and pork and 
lay up the fruits of the recent 
harvest in preparation for the winter 
ahead. 

Every year Americans celebrate a 
Thanksgiving feast that is derived in 
part from the harvest celebrations 
of the early settlers and an annual 
Day of Thanksgiving first pro-

Last year $30,000 was trimmed 
from the athletic budget. The 
result of that cut was the institu- 
tion of a $35 per sludent, per sport 
user fee for the current school 
year. 

However, Winchester hosts the 
traditional Thanksgiving football 
game with Woburn this Novem- 
ber, and that game realizes 
almost $30,000 in revenue. Next 
year, in the fall of 1990, Winches- 
ter will not host that game, and 
therefore, will not benefit from 
the game receipts. That means, 
with level funding frem this 
year's budget, the athletic budget 
would be $60,000 short. At that 
point, the sports program would 
have to be cutback, and/or an 
increased user fee would resull. 

The Penny Drive on Oct. 14 and 
2k is the first of several fund 
raisers planned by the Sports 
Foundation during this year, and 
Foundation members are encour- 
aging all residents to gather all 
your pennies and bring them to 
the dirve lo benefit, Winchester 
athletics.

program is to reduce the possibility 
of child abuse. 

‘Ail of us need at least one person 
in our lives who cares about us and 
helps us to care positively for 
ourselves,"’ Canty noted. ‘For 
stressed parents in this area — teen- 
age parents, single mothers, a fami- 
ly in crisis — the parent aide is often 
that one and only person.” 

Parent Aides meet with the parent 
for about (wo hours each week, at a 
mutually convenient place and time. 
“Some teenage parents need help 
with specific parenting and personal 
surival skills, while others need 
encouragement to take more control 
over their lives during a particularly 
stressful time’, said Canty. 

The six-session training “is a free, 
no obligation way to explore this 
volunteer opportunity’’, she noted. 
The first session on Oct. 5 will be 
held at 7 p.m. at Social Concern 
offices at 19 Campbell St in Woburn. 
The training includes an orientation 
to the program, communicalions 
skills, developmental necds of child- 
ren, issues of abuse and neglect, 
profiles of parents under stress, and 
the role of the Parent Aid. 

Volunteers do not have to be 
parents, but should have friendship 
and listening skills, acceptance of 
people with different lifestyles anda 
willingness to commit to the prog- 
ram for at least one year.

Fall is the time for flu vaccination. 
Influenza, or flu, can be life- 
threatening to older adults. A flu 
vaccination is the best protection 
against the flu and its complications. 

The Winchester Board of Health is 
sponsoring ils annual Flu Clinic at 
the Jenks Senior Center on Oct. 17 
and 19 between the hours of 9:30 and 
11:30 a.m. 

Those who received the flu vac- 
cine last year need to be immunized 
again this year since the strain of 
virus has changed. This year the 
vaccine is a trivalent consisting of 
A/Taiwan, A/Shanghai and B/ 
Yamagata. Pneumonia vaccine will 
be available for those individuals 
who have never received the pneu- 
monia inoculation. There will be a 
service fee of $5 for the pneumonia 
inoculation only. 

Due to the cutbacks in the State's 
allotment of vaccine, there will be no 
make-up clinic this year. It is not 
necessary lo sign up in advance for 
the clinics on Oct. 17 and 19 but the 
Health Department will require on 
site registration and consent forms.

The season stretching before us is 
fraught by common colds, pneumo- 
nia, bacteria of varying types, vir- 
uses, and certain kinds of fungi. 
Hostile microbes are divided into 
several basic categories. We hear 
people state with frequency that 
they have a virus infection, applying 
the term to any invader of the body’s 
immune system. 

Some ailments to which we fall 
prey are caused by bacteria which 
can wreak havoc by producing tox- 
ins that cause swelling, pus, or infla- 
mation, Viruses destroy some of the 
cell nuclei and can be detected only 
with a microscope. Fungi are plant- 
like organisms that multiply on the 
surface of the skin. 

Information from an article in a 
book entilled, ‘Everyday Health 
Hints,’ written by the editors of 
Prevention Magazine and published 
by Rodale Press, Emmaus, Pennsyl- 
vania, sparked interest in writing 
about this timely subject. Our best 
prolection against all those bugs is 
to do everything possible to keep 
well and strong. Sooner or later, 
however, we're bound to fall prey to 
one bug or another because of care- 
less people who mingle in crowds 
while they carry infectious germs. It 
is hardly possible or practical to 
isolate oneself from the invisible 
organisms al] around us. Air, water, 
and food teem with countless num- 
bers of microorganisms. Normally, 
our body deflects the troublesome 
organisms but once in a while we 
lose the baltle with one and succomb 
to illness. 

The common cold can be likened 
to an unwelcome house guest, leav- 
ing when ready. We can’t shoo away 
a cold despile all our efforts. It 
attacks the upper respiratory sys- 
tem. In crowds at supermarkets and 
olher busy places, the careless car-

riers of the disease cough and sneeze 
without regard for spreading con- 
tagion. Yawning, speaking, or 
through hands that have squelched a 
cough or sneeze, then touched mer- 
chandise in a store, paper, or a 
doorknob the bug is spread. If we 
touch a hand that is virus laden, then 
rub eyes or nose, it is quite certain 
that we’re sure to catch a cold since 
eyes and nose are the body’s most 
common receiving points for such 
germs. 

Colds don’t usually knock us down, 
but they can be ornery * ad persis- 
tent causing plenty of discomfort. 
The head feels heavy, the nose is red 
and raw, eyes tend to be watery, and 
when we sneeze and cough, we are 
often at the point of exhaustion. 

If you have never had a pneumo- 
nia shot, be on the safe side and go to 
your physician for one very soon. 
Those who could develop serious 
problems if they get the flu include 
the high-risk group of people over 65 
as well as those with chronic lung 
disease such as asthma or emphyse- 
ma; heart disease; kidney disease; 
diabetes or severe anemia. These 
vaccinations are only a preventive 
measure and won't help in the slight- 
est if you already have the flu. 

Vitamins give us some natural 
weapons to ward off colds and flu. 
Vitamin C is the winner in this 
department. Terence Anderson, 
M.D., Ph.D., a Canadian doctor who 
specializes in Vitamin C research, 
found thal those people who took 
large doses of the vitamin during the 
early stages of a cold suffered much 
less from the miseries than those 
who didn't. Other researchers are 
finding that Vitamin C bolsters the 
immune system. Vitamin A is 
another immune system booster 
that battles colds and flu. 

A few tips on beating the bugs are 
given as suggestions for maintaining 
better comfort when germs invade 
the locale. 1.) Humidify your home

To Board of Selectmen

Site assignment of the Rock 
Avenue property owned by develop- 
er Charles Ferrari is the best way to 
address concerns of neighbors in the 
area, according lo Board of Health 
Chairman Stephen Black-Schaffer. 

Black-Schaffer updated selectmen 
Monday night on the situation al the 
Rock Avenue site, which has been 
the topie of heated debate over the 
course of the past months. In addi- 
tion, he clarified a proposal by the 
Board of Health for site assignment. 
The proposal drew angry cries in an 
Oct. 3 public hearing from residents 
who fell they were being shut out of 
the process. 

Through site assignment, Black- 
Schaffer said (he property is turned 
over lo the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP), provided 
certain contingencies made by the 
Board of Health are met. If the 
property owner does not meet these 
contingencies, the site cannot be 
assigned, and closure cannot take 
place, he said. 

“A closure plan deficient in 
addressing any of these would give 
us the residual] ability to address it in 
the courls,"’ he added. 

“The intent (of the proposal) was 
not {o take a minimal role as a board 
of health, but to extend it ... as com- 
prehensively as we can," said 
Black-Schaffer. However, he noted 
Jegally, his board has only a limited 
amount of authority. 


If the Board of Health does not 
assign the site, Black-Schaffer said 
it must have reasons for withholding 
il, ‘‘We can not just say we're not 
comfortable with it. We have to have 
reasons for that discomfort,’ he 
added. 

According to Black-Schaffer, the 
goal of the Board of Health is to be 
more comprehensive in the process, 
not to ‘tpass the buck’’ as many 
neighbors charged last week. 

“You are convinced that, with 
your punch list (contingen- 
cies) ... this is the safest route to 
take to be as absolutely sure as we 
can that the site is safe and cleaned 
up?” asked Selectman Judith 
Muggia. 

“That is correct,’’ answered 
Black-Schaffer. 

Testing for hazardous and solid 
waste began on the property in June, 
the fina] results of which were 
released last week at a Board of 
Health public hearing. Members of 
the North End Task Force (NETF), 
a neighborhood group formed last 
year to address the Rock Avenue 
issue, voiced concern at the Board of 
Health's Oct. 3 public hearing about 
handing jurisdiction of the land over 
to the DEP. According to Black- 
Schaffer, members of the NETF 
were afraid of being excluded from 
the process, and many thought of the 
DEP as “‘a black hole."’ 

According to Black-Schaffer, 
three aspects of the site were tested: 
water, soil and air.

Neighbor wants board 
to act on building

Although lhe town has determined 
the building at 1034-1036 Main Street 
is not suitable for human habitation, 
it is not considered unsafe enough to 
be condemned. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer told selectmen Monday 
night the building was inspected by 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi and 
Building Commissioner Dominic 
Serratore last week. According to 
their reports, the only violations 
found were broken glass panels in 
the rear door and a wooden struc- 
ture attached to the garage ina slate 
of disrepair, which they said ‘must 
be removed or repaired.” 

Maurer said the building has not 
been lived in since about 1985, and 
noted that concern aboul the build- 
ing was raised last April. 

However, neighbor Julia Bonas- 
era, who lives next fo the site, says 
she's been pleading her case for a 
number of years. 

“I've been fighting with the select- 
men for 10 years now. They're all 
going to do something and nothing 
ever happens,"’ she said, 

Bonasera said the garage, which 
abutts her property, is “falling 
apart.” 

“That garage is coming towards 
my house,” she said. Bonasera 
noled there is other debris in the

If he does not comply, a three- 
member board, including the fire 
chief, a surveyor and a citizen 
appointed by selectmen must 
inspect the building and draw up a 
report. 

If their report determines the 
building is unsafe, notice must be 
served to the owner. If the owner 
still refuses to act, the case may be 
brought to court, where the owner 
has the right to a jury trial. 

“You can see it’s quite cumber- 
some,” said Welch. 

If notice is served by selectmen 
and the Board of Health and the 
owner refuses to fix up his or her 
place, the matter can be taken to 
Superior Court. 

Maurer suggested an option for 
the town is to acquire the properly 
and use it for a public purpose such 
as open space or affordable housing. 

“You want low (income) housing,

Promotes educational, emotional growth

For Steve Shade and Maryellen 
Conway, bringing art into other 
people’s lives is what their studio 
is all about. 

After travelling around the 
country for six years, Shade and 
Conway have brought their

juggling role to Chamber

Being a town manager involves 
more than just making decisions — 
il involves some juggling. too. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer explained his role to Cham- 
ber of Commerce members during a 
chamber breakfast Oct. 5. 

“Its like having 27 balls in the air 
and hoping they don’t all hit the floor 
at the saine time," said Maurer. 

Maurer touched on a number of 
topics relevant to the business com- 
munity. He noted the Board of 
Selectmen are currently re- 
evaluating the use of the train sta- 
tion on Waterfield Road, and are in 
the process of deciding whether to 
lease or sell the building. The build- 
ing currently houses the Chamber of 
Commerce office. 

“T think it’s important that the 
efforts of the chamber be consid- 
ered,’ said Maurer. He noted the 
chamber is involved in planning a 
number of community projects, 
including Town Day, the annual 
haunted house and the holiday tree- 
lighting ceremony. 

“T think it would be a mistake to 
discount that effort just to make 
more money,” he added. Selectmen 
are considering options to lease or 
sell the building, and have released 
a request for proposals. 

Downtown parking 

“We're never going to be able to 
solve the problem because we're 
never going to be able to address 
everyone's concerns,”’ said Maurer 
of the downtown parking situation. 
However, he said he believes the 
plan currently under consideration 
by selectmen, including stronger 
enforcement as well as ticket 
machines at the Aberjona and 
Walerfield lots, is a positive step 
toward addressing the problem. 


“Fortunately, there is comimer- 
cial activity in Lown. We have to put 
up with some inconvenienees.” he 
added. 

Fiscal woes 

Maurer alse discussed the lown’s 
current financial troubles, and said 
he does not think it is fair to place ail 
the blame for Winchester's troubles 
on the state. 

While the state's reduction of local 
aid had a large impact on the town, 
Maurer said Winchester voters 
made it clear what services they 
were willing to pay for in their 
defeat of a Proposition 2'2 override 
last spring. 

“It's Winchester’s problem and 
Winchester’s problem to solve,’ he 
added. Maurer said he believes the 
state should ease up on some man- 
dated programs, thus frecing up 
some money for cities and towns. 

For example, in the private sec- 
tor, a couple can only choose one 
health care plan, even if each mem- 
ber works for a different company. 
Hiowever, in the public sector, each 
spouse can pick up a plan. Maurer 
referred to this practice as “double 
dipping,’’ and said the town could 
save $90,000 if this were 
discontinued. 

"Instead of sending money back to 
the community, the stale should be 
looking at releasing restrictions on 
towns,” said Maurer, 

Fee inereases 

“T don't think most people realize 
how much it costs to dispose of 
waste,” said Maurer in regard to 
recent fee increases at the transfer 
station. ‘We're here loday as a soci- 
ety, but we always have to be con- 
scious of what it will do in the future. 

“We are restricted by how much 
revenue we can raise under (Prop- 
osition) 2'2. In order to keep the 
services people in Lown demand, and 
I think have a right to demand, we 


have to raise revenue.”’ said Maur- 
er. He added the water and sewer 
charges are justified in that resi- 
dents pay for their use. Maurer 
noted the more water used, the grea- 
ter the charge per unil. This, he said, 
encourages conservation. 


Business community 

In response to a question asking 
how the business community can 
help the town in solving its fiscal 
problem, Maurer asked that mem- 
bers ‘try to understand how the 
problem evolved and what the 
town’s spending means. 

“Instead of thinking about taxes, 
think about the services you're gel- 
ling.” said Maurer. “Understand it 
and become an advocate for the 
services the town provides.” 

“There are a lot of people out 
there taking shots al us,”’ said Maur- 
er. “I think they don’t know why 
they're doing it except it’s the popu- 
lar thing to do.” 


Personal contribution 

As far as his greatest personal 
contribution to the job since he came 
to town five years ago. Maurer said 
he is proud of the caliber of the town 
employees. In the past year, Maurer 
noled that he has appointed four 
department heads, including fire, 
police, recreation and department of 
public works. 

“I'm very proud of that. Proud 
there was a smooth transition, but 
even more proud of the personalities 
we've put in there,” said Maurer. 

He noted that approximately 60 
percent of the town’s employees 
reside in town, and a majority grew 
up here. 

“We should respect the people that 
work for us because they do a good 
job," said Maurer. “I'm very 
pleased (o be the person that is the 
leader and oul in front of these 
people.”

Black-Schaffer said the water was 
determined to be uncontaminated by 
both the town’s consultant, Sami 
Fam of EA Engineering, Science 
and Technology (EA) and the con- 
sulting firm retained by Ferrari.

Mitsakos noted the system is now 
“up and running," but warned that if 
an Indian Summer sets in, students 
should anticipate the system will 
remain in the heating mode, because 
the change-over is now effective 
until the switch to the cooling mode 
in the spring. 

Mitsakos also noted the school 
building will now take longer to heat 
and will be more costly, but that the 
changes will make the air quality 
“more healthful.” 

Emergency closings 

Mitsakos outlined the process by 
which local schools are closed in the 
advent of snow storms, power fai- 
lures or other emergencies of this 
nature. 

At 4 a.m., Mitsakos reviews the 
weather conditions and makes a 
decision on closure by 5 a.m. At that 
time, the Winchester cable televi- 
sion station is contacted as well as 
local radio and television stations. 
Also the downtown fire alarm rings 
at 6:45 a.m. in the event of school 
closings. Mitsakos said because all 


superintendents of local schools 
attempt to call the media at approxi- 
mately the same time, sometimes it 
is difficult to get through, but the 
information is made available as 
soon as possible. 

Mitsakos said if an emergency 
closing at an individual school is 
required during a school day, 
parents are contacted al emergency 
phone numbers and back-up facili- 
ties are available for students whose 
parents cannot be reached. 

Committee Chairman Edward 
O'Connell noted making such a deci- 
sion is often not an easy task, and 
parents may be disgruntled by a 
closing, but that Mitsakos ‘is moti- 
vated by what is best for the 
students.” 

Enrollment figures 

Mitsakos reported total enroll- 
ment for the schools for schoo] year 
1989-90 is just under 2,600 students. 
This figure marks the ‘smallest rate 
of decline (in enrollment) in 15 
years," said Mitsakos. 

At the elementary level, enroll- 
ment was up 3 percent, at the junior 
high student enrollment was down 8 


percent and the high school saw a 7 
percent drop in enrollment us com- 
pared to school year 1988-89. 

Students who moved to another 
town with their families and stu- 
dents who enrolled in private schools 
accounted for the drop at the junior 
high and high schoo) level, said 
Mitsakos.

Hatch honored for pets in housing efforts

And while a 15-year-old cat named 
Maggy was the inspiration, Hatch 
will be given all the credit tonight for 
her efforts on behalf of the state's 
seniors in public housing. 

In June of 1988, afler a six-year 
effort and a successful pilot prog- 
ram, a bill was signed into law 
allowing Massachusetls residents in 
public hausing to keep a small com- 
panion animal if certain rules and 
regulations are followed. 

It's called the Pets in Elderly 
Housing law and Hatch has been 
heralded as a forerunner of the 
cause by the Massachuselts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (MSPCA), 

Although a provision in the law 
calls for a waiver, which requires 
approval of the elderly applicant by 
local housing authorities, Hatch 
says the law is still a step in the righl 
direction. 

It all began back in 1984, when 
Hatch was busy making local and 
Boston newspaper headlines after 
she waged a one-woman crusade to 
keep her cat Maggy when she moved 
into the Westley Streel state- 


subsidized elderly housing. 

“It was not only a ballle, it was a 
war,” recalls Halch. 

With the help of friends, Hatch 
cireulaled a town-wide petition, 
made an appearance on the local 
cable station and even received a 
letter from her docter that said she 
drew emotional stability from the 
eat. 


Hatch eventually earned an 
appearance on Channel 7's morning 
shaw. A panel discussion included a 
member of the MSPCA and the 
Nationa] Housing and Redevelop- 
ment Committee as well as a local 
representalive from Winchester’s 
Housing Authorily and of course, 
Hatch and Maggy. 

In a call-in survey of viewers 
watching the morning show, ‘*86 per- 
cent said, ‘Let Marion keep her 
eat!',” Hatch remembers with a 
smile. 

Hatch says after the hoopla was 
over, she had earned a variance 
from the Housing Authority and was 
able to keep her Maggy. Since then, 
Maggy has died, but Hatch soon 
picked up a stray feline, Ginger, and 
made her a part of her home. 


During all the controversy, howev- 
er, Hatch became sadly aware that 
many residents of public housing 
had been forced to get rid of their 
pets before moving into their homes. 
At a hearing last year, the !egisla- 
ture voled unanimously to ask state 
representatives and senators to vote 
in favor of the Pets in Elderly Hous- 
ing Bill. 

Hatch notes thal since 1983 pets 
have been allowed in federally- 


subsidized housing for the elderly. 
And although Hatch says she feels 
the waiver provision should be elimi- 
nated, the slate is at least moving 
ahead. 

Ilatch has since procured a waiver 
through the Housing Authority for 
Ginger and has also formed a local 
“Pel Committee,” which is made up 
of one resident who likes animals, 
one who doesn't and Winchester Dog 
Officer Dominic Molea, 

This committee's charge is to keep 
an eye on pet owners within the 
Westley and Palmer Street elderly 
housing complex to ensure animal 
lovers are heeding the rules.

Winchester Room hosts Trio Classique

“Music.” wrote Ernest Bloch, one 
of the composers whose works will 
be performed next Sunday in the 
Winchester Room, “consists, for the 
greatest part. of the incomparable 
legacy left lo us by the great 
masters ... Their message, compar- 
able to that of Homer and Shakes- 
peare in literature, surpasses infi- 
nitely what we commonly conceive 
as music, the world of sounds. The 
meaning behind, the spirif of the 
message, transports us inlo another 
world, and makes us think, feel, live 
differently.” 

Similarly, in another era, 
Schubert wrote in his diary, 
“Mozart's magical tones still steal 
upon my inner ear. With what 
incredible power, and then again 
how softly, did Schlesinger’s mas- 


terly playing print it deep, deep into 
my heart! Thus do these lovely 
imprints remain in our souls, 
imprints thal neither time nor cir- 
cumstanee erase, and which bless 
our beings with their benign 
influence.” 

A concert of music by these com- 
posers — Mozart, Schubert and 
Bloch — will be performed this Sun- 
day evening, Oct. 15 at 8 p.m. at 
Town Hall, at which time the com- 
munity may judge for themselves 
the validily of these testaments to 
the power of music. 


After renovation, a concert opened 
the Winchester Room and two furth- 
er concerls have taken place in this 
room. With the Cassatt Quartet con- 
cert especially, the Winchester 
Room proved itself an excellent site 
for chamber music. providing the 
sort of clarity and intimacy that 


involve the listener not only in the 
music bul also in the musie making. 
There could nol be a surfeit of con- 
certs scheduled in this room; howev- 
er, this Sunday's convert is the only 
one known to be scheduled this year 
{though rumor has it the Cassatt 
Quartet may return later in’ the 
season.) 


This coming concert will be the 
debut of «1 new ensemble, the Trio 
Classique, composed of three mem- 
bers of the faculty af the Longy 
School of Music. The founding mem- 
ber, Ann Francoise Perrault. is a 
Winchester resident whose playing 
is not unknown to the community. A 
favorite performer at Music Society 
meetings, she participated in the 
350th anniversary concert last 
December and, with her daughter

personal growth and developing 
self esteem is as important as the 
art work students produce. 

‘We're very strong here in bas- 
ics and emotiona) develop- 
ment ... dealing with feclings, 
dealing with ideas,” said Shade. 
“Individual development in art 
revolves around emotional will- 
ingness to accept it,” 

Shade said he believes lan- 
guage is limiting in a lot of ways. 
However, through art, he says, 
many other feelings can be 
expressed. '‘You’re creating an 
artistic problem to resolve,” said 
Shade of the creative process. 
“You also are in some ways 
resolving it in your life.” 

“T think it’s really a very nice 
form of discovering yourself,” 
added Conway. 

Conway said she believes it is 
important for art students to 
have a place to go where their 
drawings are accepted. That, she 
added, is what Artworks is all 
about. ‘'We don't foster compeli- 
tion,”’ she said. While the studio 
plans exhibitions from time to 


time, they are purely to show 
work, not to judge it. 

For Conway, having her own 
teaching studio lends the oppor- 
tunity to provide students with 
the “‘optimum learning experi- 
ence.” As a teacher in Wilming- 
ton public schools for a number of 
years, Conway said she realized 
il was hard for students to really 
express themselves in such large 
classes. However, with smaller 
class sizes, “I gol a chance to test 
theories I never had tested 
before," she said. 

“We feel (Artworks) is really 
quite different,” said Shade.

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Experiment in democracy 


Legislation aims to change campaigns

The first chapter of an experiment 
in American democracy concluded 
Oct. 11 in a television studio in 
Trenton, New Jersey. 

New Jersey voters saw the state's 
two candidates for governor, Rep- 
resentalives James J. Florio and 
Jim Courter, face off in the seeond of 
iwo general election debates man- 
dated by a new state election law. 
The law requires the candidates to 
participate in these debates in order 
to receive public campaign finance 
funds. In New Jersey, candidates for 
the governorship must pul their 
mouths where the money is. 

Shouldn’t our presidential candi- 
dates be required to do the same? 

In 1988, the American taxpayer 
funded the Bush and Dukakis pres- 
idential campaigns to the tune of $92 
million dollars. What did the U.S. 
taxpayers get for their money? 
More than half of il was spent on 


mass media, mostly television ads, 
and mostly negative ones at that, No 
wonder more voters chose to slay at 
home on Election Day than in any 
presidential contest since 1924. 

Negative presidential campaigns 
are turning voters off, but thal’s not 
the only serious consequence. 
They're also undermining support 
for public financing. Fewer and few- 
er taxpayers are opting lo check-off 
the Presidential Election Campaign 
Fund's one dollar box on their 
income tax returns. If current pro- 
jections hold, the Fund will experi- 
ence a shortfall by 1996. 

Before the next presidential elec- 
tion, we must respond to these trou- 
bling signs of voter dissatisfaction, 
elevate the quality of presidential 
polilics, and emphasize positive 
campaigning. We can do so by fol- 
lowing New Jersey's example. 

The New Jersey law worked well 
in the primary season, according to 
the New York Times, which noted 
that the primary candidates, 
“encouraged by an intelligent public 
financing system ... have run gener-

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ally conscientious, issue-oriented 
campaigns.’ This thoughtful dia- 
logue is a far cry from those run by 
the 1988 Presidential nominees. 

Legislation we have introduced 
would require four presidential 
debates and one vice presidential 
debate during the general election 
period belween candidates who 
receive public funds. Under our bill, 
these presidential debates would be 
run by non-partisan organizations 
by people who have the interests of 
the voters in mind. Last fall, the two 
presidential debates staged by the 
political parties gave maximum pro- 
tection to the candidates by mini- 
mizing dialogue between them. Our 
legislation requires that at least (hir- 
ty minutes of each debate be devoled 
to direct discourse belween the 
candidates. 

Why the focus on presidential 
debates? First, as the New Jersey 
primary has shown, candidates are 
less inclined to attack each other 
and more prone to stick to the issues 
when they know they will have to 
face their opponents in structured 
debates. Second, in this era of cam- 
paigns increasingly dominated by 
slick video-taped images, televised 
debales remain the most useful and 
unbiased method of communicating 
a candidale’s views and character. 
Finally, the public watches and lis- 
tens to debates with an interest that 
no other forum can stimulate. This 
type of candidate-voter involvement 
in presidential elections ought to be 
promoted, not avoided. 

Unfortunately, there is no guaran- 
tee that the experience of 1964-1976, 
when no presidential debates 
occurred, will not be repeated by an 


. incumbent unwilling to face a 


challenger. 

Our present system allows pres- 
idential candidates to take the publ- 
ic’s money and run from debating. 
They shouldn't be permitted to hide. 
[t's time to end the “debates 
debate”’ and require those who take 
taxpayer campaign funds to face off 
in a live, eye-to-eye, unfillered for- 
mat. In 1992 and beyond, the 
dividend already paid to New Jersey 
voters — a more positive, issue- 
oriented campaign — can be paid to 
voters all across America.

We still need to battle against bias 


men is assaulted and taunted with 
racial slurs. 

Two black juveniles assault a 
white man, taunting him because 
they say he dislikes black people. 

A man is badly beaten and taunted 
because his assailants believe he is 


gay. 

All of these incidents have one 
common characteristic: Each of 
them occurred im Middlesex Counly 
within the last year. 

These recent ugly incidents show 
how cirtical it is to continue to 
emphasize that each and every per- 
son in this county has an inherent 
right to the freedoms and protec- 
tions guaranteed by the constitu- 
tions and laws of the United States 
and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. They include such common 
and everyday acts as using the 
streets, sidewalks, public transpor- 
tation, public parks and recreation 
facilities, going to movie theaters, 
dining in restaurants, and going to 
school where one chooses without 
fear or harassment — simple things 
that most of us take for granted. 
These are not special or unique 
rights reserved for only special peo- 
ple. They belong to all of us. It is 
fundamental that any infringement 
of these rights be recognized as 
serious, and investigated and prase- 
cuted vigorously. 


As District Attorney since 1983, [ 
have made it a priority to protect the 
civil rights of all citizens of Mid- 
dlesex County. The Civil Rights Unit 
in my office has actively worked 
with loca] police departments to 
investigate and prosecute civil 
rights cases. The Office also has a 
working relationship with the Attor- 
ney General's Office, which has 
resulted in a number of joint investi- 
gations, followed by a criminal pro- 
secution by the District Attorney 
and a civil] suit for injunctive relief 
by the Altorney General, 

Since 1984, we have investigated 
111 civil rights cases involving race, 
religion, ethnic and police abuse 
cases. Sixty-one of the civil rights 
cases have been successfully prose- 
cuted, while 41 cases were investi- 


gated, but closed out without a pro- 
secution because there was 
insufficient evidence or the victim 
chose not to participate in the crimi- 
nal justice process. Another seven 
cases were resolved through a 
mediated settlement or other non- 
judicial means which were satisfac- 
tory to the victims. A number of new 
cases are currently under investiga- 
tion. This office also recently 
obtained the first civil rights convic- 
tion by a Superior Court jury involy- 
ing gay victims. My office has shown 
that civil rights cases become mat- 
ters for immediate and priority pro- 
secution. For example, five indivi- 
duals have all been convicted of 
breaking into the home of a black 
Burlington family and terrorizing 
them during the middle of the night 
on June 19, 1988. The leader of this 
group was sentenced to 15 to 20 years 
in slate prison and one of the co- 
defendants received a 7% to 10 year 
sentence for his involvement in the 
incident. The message: Racial ter- 
rorism will not be tolr.-ated and a 
heavy price will be paid by those 
who choose to consciously engage in 
reckless, violent and destructive 
behavior against blameless victims 
solely because someone does not like 
the color of their skin. 

It is important to note that our 
successes in prosecuting civil rights 
cases reflect only those cases that 
are brought to the attention of law 
enforcement. I am convinced that 
for every violation of civil] rights that 
is reported, many are not brought to 
our attention. Why? 

First, many citizens are unaware 
that laws exist to secure our basic 
freedoms. Other individuals who are 
aware of their rights, and that reme- 
dies exist, may not be aware of 
where to turn for assistance, In 
these cases the incident goes 
unreported, 

Second, many people believe that 
they do not have access to the crimi- 
nal justice system. Falling into this 
category are citizens who do not 
know the process for bringing com- 
plaints; victims who are members 
of a linguistic minority, and who are 
unable to communicate with law 


enforcement authorities; and indivi- 
duals who for cullural, historical or 
other reasons feel intimidated by the 
police or others in positions of 
authority. 

In order to improve the enforce- 
ment situation, law enforcement 
must make a genuine effort to reach 
out to minority groups to inform 
them about civil rights and reme- 
dies, as well as to build a bridge of 
trust between those communities 
and city, town and county agencies. 

On Oclober 16, 1989, my office will 
co-sponsor a statewide civil rights 
conference with the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination 
and the Community Relations Ser- 
vice of the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice. This conference will 
recognize the 25th anniversary of the 
federal Civil Rights Act of 1964 and 
the t0th anniversary of the Massa- 
chuselts Civil Rights Act, and bring 
together leaders in the areas of edu- 
eation, fair housing, affirmative 
action and equal opportunity, law 
enforcement, local officials and 
other community leaders from 
throughout the Commonwealth to 
assess the progress that has been 
made in fighting for civil rights and 
plot our course for the 1990’s. 

Much like other societal ills with 
which police and proseculors are 
coping today, law enforcement will 
never be able to solve the problem of 
discrimination alone, It is an issue 
which all of us must recognize and 
work to bring to an end. However, 
we in law enforcement have an obli- 
gation to continue to work with other 
government agencies, community 
activists, educators and the public, 
and vigorously investigate and pro- 
secute cases which are brought to 
our attention. It is only by warking 
together that we will be able to 
protect the civil rights of all people, 
and look forward to the day when 
race, religion and ethnic back- 
ground constilute not a reason for a 
person to be singled out for attack, 
but rather form the foundation for a 
healthy, pluralistic society so we 
better understand each other, learn 
from our differences and, ultimate- 
ly, live in harmony.

Protect yourself 


with flu vaccination 

Right now, the best protection 
against the flu and ils complications 
is an annua] flu vaccination. Just 
one injection in the arm gives you a 
whole year’s worth of protection 
against the flu. You will need a new 
vaccination each fall because Lhe flu 
virus changes every year. To protect 
you, the vaccine must match the flu 
that is present that year. 

About one in three people experi- 
ence mild side effects, such as a sore 
arm, fever and achiness, for one or 
two days. For some people, the vac- 
cine doesn't prevent the flu com- 
pletely, but it does make their symp- 
toms much milder. These are people 
whose immunne systems are too 
weak to completely prepare the 
body to fight off the flu. These people 
are at especially great risk from the 
flu. 

On rare occasions, someone will 
get the flu right after being vacci- 
nated. This has led some people to 
believe they can gel the flu from the 
vaccine. Usually, the person who got 
the flu was actually exposed to it 
before being vaccinated. Sometimes 
the person is sick with something 
else that has the same symptoms as 
the flu. You cannot get the flu from 
the vaccine. 

Some people should not get a flu 
vaccination. These include anyone 
with a current illness or fever 
(though the vaccine can be given as 
soon as the illness is past); anyone 
with a severe allergy to eggs; any- 
one who has had a bad reaction to

Getting back into the swing at school

Alarm clocks ring in harmony 
as students strain to pull them- 
selves out of bed. The sun shines 
bright for the first time ail week, 
and the wind is gusting softly, 
making il much easier to get out 
of bed and on your feet. 

Students then head to the show- 
ers for a cold wake-up call. From 
there, a trip to the kitchen for a 
healthy, forlified, nutritious 
breakfast. For some, there are 
eggs, pancakes, and orange juice 
on the table.

We go lo physics where we join 
Arup De and Amy Poftak, both 
juniors. According to Amy, 
“Physics is far more interesting 
than chemistry because of (the 
larger amount) of hands-on 
experiments."’ However, Arup 
believes that he “learned more in 
chemistry’’. Also in the science 
area is a new course called 
“ChemCom: Chemistry in the 
Community’’. The course is an 
aiternative to regular chemistry, 
and is just taking shape this year. 

Second period ends at 23 past 
nine, and we follow Arup and 
Amy to the math area where they 


join Ms. Mirka for class. Arup 
finds the classes* homework to be 
“intellectually stimulating”, 
while Amy has high praise for her 
well-known teacher. Also found 
here in the math area are many 
awards and trophies belonging to 
the Math Club and the school's 
past and present math scholars. 
All are on display in the open 
area. 

Third period convenes at 9:30 
a.m. We travel to the second 
floor, where social studies clas- 
ses are beginning. History clas- 
ses usually find many inleresting 
lopics from way back when, 
Some of the new freshmen are 
welcomed by the antics of teach- 
er Ms. Martin, who provides vari- 
ous stories ranging from Charles 
Manson and obscene phone calls 
to the Renaissance and the 
Middle Ages.

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Selectmen favor freeze 
on municipal salaries

A majority of selectmen favor 
placing a one-year freeze on the 
wages of management employees, 
and are hoping to put a hold on 
raises in collective bargaining 
fpgreements for other municipal 
personnel. 

Facing what Selectmen Chairman 
Thomas Schmitt said will likely be 
an even more difficult year in mak- 
Ing up the budget, selectmen voted 
4-1 to recommend wage freezes. 
Selectman Judith Muggia voted 
against. 

Despite a slew of budget reduc- 
tions made last spring in personnel 
and services, and additional reduc- 
tions this fall due to loss of state aid, 
Winchester faces a ‘$1 to $2 million 
problem,” said Schmitt. 

At their Monday night meeting, 
electmen discussed the board's pol- 
icy options for preparing the fiscal 
year 1991 budget. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer noted that the selectmen’s

“We're hoping to preserve all 
of Symmes’ services,” said Sand- 
ra ¥’. Saleeba, vice president for 
marketing and strategic plan- 
ning, Symmes Division, ‘We are 
hoping [the bankruptcy filing and 
restructuring] will not affect 
Arlington residents and those 
who use Symmies,’” 

The Choate-‘Symmes Hospitals 
Inc., includes three health facili- 
ties, Choate Hospital in Woburn, 
Symmes Hospital in Arlington, 
and the Regional Health Center 
in Wilmington. 

Although the plan is that Sym- 
mes Hospital in Arlington: will 
survive, Choate Hospital in 
Woburn will be phased out in the 
next 90 daya, according to Salee- 
ba. Symmes.currently has an 0 
percent occupancy rate, 

The corporation ia working to 
preserve the Regional Health 
Center though it may be moved to 
a new site, according to Saleeba. 
The Wilmington-based mental 
health facility has had 92,000 
patient visits already this year. 

The bankruptcy filing came 
after a .10:month fight in which 
“every reasonable attempt’’ was 
made .to solve the hospitals’ 
financial problems which include 
the maintenance of $32 million in 
outstanding bonds. 

“Our finanelal condition deter- 
lorated drastically, due primari- 
ly to significant reductions in 
relmbursement which have serl- 

ously affected cash flaw," said 

Paul L» Downey, president of 

Choate-Symmes Hospitals Inc., 

ina release. ‘'This last week the 

last of the options was.exhausted, 

leaving few alternatives."

namely, that a one-year freeze 
be agreed to with these organ- 
ized employees."

ven Laverty, the potential closing 
of the Choate campus will have 
an impact on his establishment. 

“The physicians at Choate are 
primarlly medical and surgical. 
Those services can all be accom- 
modated here at Winchester Hos- 
pital,” said Laverty. He added 
that Winchester is ‘ready, will- 
ing and able” to take on those 
physicians and patients. 

While Choate-Symmes is the 
first hospital to file for bankrupt- 
cy, they are not the only Massa- 
chusetts hospitals with financial 
problems. 

According to Richard Posniak 
of the Massachusetts Hospital 
Association (MHA), more than 
half of Massachusetts hospitals 
are now suffering heavy loses in 
operationa) costs. Earlier this 
year the Sancta Maria Hospital in 
neighboring Cambridge 
announced it would be closing, 
and six other hospitals have 
applied to the Hospital Conver- 
sion Board for rate relief. 

“It is a very difficult time to 
run a hospilal in Massachusetts,”’ 
Posniak said. 

The times are difficult enough 
that even a well-run hospital sys- 
tem such as Choate-Symmes can 
be crippled with financial prob- 
tems, he said. 

Posniak attributes the quicken- 
ing demise of Massachusetts hos- 
pitals to the state's unusually 
stringent regulations and to irre- 
gular reimbursement from state- 
and federally-funded medical 
programs. 

State and federal reimburse- 
ment for medical programs such 
as Medicaid and Medicare are so 
irregular, Posniak said, that to 
get the money promised to hospi- 
tals, the MHA has had to take the 
Commonwealth to court. 

Another law suit that would 
force Medicaid to expedite its 
reimbursement system will be 
going to trial Dec. 4, he said. 

Besides the lack of cash flow 
from the state and federal gov- , 
ernments, Massachusetts hospi- 
tals are saddled with “‘strict and 
costly"’ regulations that, Posniak 
said, may be the most stringent 
tn the country.

“We'd like to see if phased in 
gradually,’ Laverty said of the 
transilion of patients and physi- 
clans.

However, Laverty said resi- 
dents have no need to worry 
about the future of Winchester 
Hospital. ‘‘Given the state of the 
industry, Winchester is doing 
quite nicely,"’ he said. ‘‘The peo- 
ple of Winchester should feel very 
comfortable they have a strong 
and healthy hospital up the street 
here."

Maurer noted that an additional 
nuinber are on a schedule not cov- 
ered by collective bargaining. 

While selectmen cannot foree a 
wage freeze far those employees 
eovered under collective bargain- 
ing, it is a stand which they plan.to 
carry to the bargaining table. 

“Anyone who has loaked at this 
budgel in the past few years knows 
this (year) is going lo be a particu- 
larly tough one,’ said Schmilt. "1 
think we have to look at all the 
possibililies. (A wage freeze) is 
something I probably knew was 
coming, bul was not looking forward 
to. I'm not very enthusiastic about 
fhis, bul ] think it’s necessary.” he 
added. 

If a freeze is placed on all wages, 
including those under collective bar- 
gaining, il could save the town 
approximately $450,000 on (he mun 
icipal side of the budget in the next 
fiseal year, said Schmitt.

The Board of Selectmen an! dawn 
town merchants seem fo be in agree 
ment that the recently approved 
parking plan is a step in the right

But they also agree that the park 
ing problems that plague the down- 
town area are bigger than (he both af 
them. 

“(The plan) is certainly a step in 
the right direction, but it’s not a 
cure-all. The parking problem is just 
too large,” said Winchester 
Cooperative Bank President 
Edward Goodwin 

The plan, which will go into cilect 
in January 1990, includes proyisions 
for: 30 spaces at McCall Junior High 
designated for merchants al a rate 
of $150 per year per spot; ticket 
machines at the Aberjona and 
Waterfield lot; and stepped-up pat 
roling of Myslie Valley Parkway by 
the MDC 

Goodwin was the first downtown 
businessman lo request reserved 
spaces in the McCall Junior High 
School Jot for 12 of his (ull time 
employees. The Board of Selectmen 
now plans lo reserve the rest of the 
spols — just 18 left — ona “tirst 
come, first served" basis 

Although Goodwin says he is 
against the installation of parking 
meters lar aesthetic reasons, he is in 
favor of constructing a multi-level 
erage, when timing and funding is 
right for the town. 

Topsy Turvy owner Martha 
O'Neill agrees (hat a garage will he 
a “vinble option... and probably a 
necessity at some point in lime.” 


As a result, Golden said the 
Finance Commnittee has developed a 
sel of proposals {o provoke discus- 
sion on the issue.

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Rock Avenue residents cry 
‘foul’ over landfill action

Neighbors of the Rock Avenue 
landfill site owned by Charles Fer- 
rari are screaming ‘‘foul”’ this week, 
citing poor decision-making on the 
part of the Board of Health in calling 
for possible site assignment of the 
parcel. 

The Board of Health will go before 
the Finance Committee tonight 
(Oct. 19) to request some $3,000 for 
additional vapor testing at the Rock 
Avenue site. Depending on the out- 
come of this proposed second set of 
vapor tests, the Board of Health may 
decide to assign the site and turn the 
landfill — with a list of clean-up 
contingencies — over to the state 
Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection (DEP). 

In a marathon five-hour meeting 
of the Board of Health on Oct. 3, 
members set forth a list of condi- 
tions contingent for closure, which 
are: that no further refuse be depo- 
sited on the premises; that fill limits 
of solid and hazardous waste mater- 
ial be delineated; that the organic 
vapors detected during the summer 
be identified and health risks be 
assessed. 

Members of the North End Task 
Force, a neighborhood watchdog 
group, maintain site assignment will 
put authority on the issue into the 
hands of the state — and out of the 
control of local residents with vested 
interest in the site. 

The Rock Avenue site has been a 
topic of debate for almost a decade 
as residents have fought to have 


landfill they contend is hazardous 
tested and removed from the area. 
The results of this summer's testing 
on the site has been outlined in 
reports submitted to the Board of 
Health by Hidell-Eyster Technical 
Service (HETS), the company 
retained by Ferrari and EA Engi- 
neering, Science and Technology 
(EA), the firm hired by the town. 

Resident John Morgan, who for 
almost 10 years has been at odds 
with the town over the disposition of 
this site, says he feels the Board of 
Health has ‘‘shirked their duty.” 

Morgan says the most recent test- 
ing, which was performed during the 
summer to determine the identity 
and location of the materials con- 
tained in the landfill, was misma- 
naged by the board. 

Morgan notes that one of the wells, 
dug to test groundwater, was 12 to 14 
feet from the agreed upon site set by 
the Board of Health and the North 
End Task Force. 

Morgan says the well was moved 
“toward the railroad track and 
away from Rock Avenue,”’ which he 
said he believes significantly 
affected the results. 

Morgan said that to properly per- 
form the water tests, each well 
should have been purged, forcing out 
the materials from the bottom of the 
pipe. Instead, says Morgan, ‘“‘sam- 
ples were taken from the top of the 
pipe.” 

Of the five single-family resi- 
dences on Rock Avenue, Morgan 
cites what he says is an alarming 
rate of serious illness. Two con- 
firmed cases of cancer, two serious 


Tespiratory infections and one eye 
infection are the illnesses that Mor- 
gan says could be related to conta- 
minated fill on the site. 

“The Winchester Board of Health 
has a moral and legal responsibility 
to the people, before site assignment 
takes place,’’ says Morgan. 

Resident Peggy Schleicher is also 
concerned that the Rock Avenue site 
will be treated as a solid waste site, 
which can be capped to contain 
dangerous materials. But Schleicher 
emphasizes that the Rock Avenue 
site is a confirmed 21E (hazardous 
waste) site according to official 
DEP records. Capping is not suffi- 
cient to contain such materials, 
according to Dr. Sami Fam of EA. 

In addition, Schleicher says the 
EA Engineering vapor testing con- 
ducted this summer detected '‘very 
high vapor readings” of more than 
1000 parts per million. And Schleich- 
er added that vapor testing is not as 
accurate in colder temperatures. 
She noted that if funding from the 
Finance Committee comes through, 
the second set of vapor testing would 
not get underway until next week 
when the weather will be signficant- 
ly colder, 

This testing would also be per- 
formed by Hidell-Eyster, a company 
whose ‘‘credibility is already shot,” 
said Schleicher. 

If the Board of Health proceeds 
with site assignment, ‘technically, 
local contro! will be gone,’’ said 
Schleicher. ‘‘The Board of Health is 
trying to do the right thing but 
they’re headed in the wrong 
direction.” 


Deadline on tax abatement 
requests announced for Oct. 30

You can’t zip it under the door or 
sneak it over the top of the doorjam, 
Say assessors. 

Residents’ applications for real 
estate tax abatements must be filed 
by Oct. 30 at 4 p.m. — and not one 
day late — according to Chairman of 
the Assessors Charles Shannon. 

At the Oct. 12 Board of Assessors 
meeting, assessors also announced 
the deadline for personal property 
“over revaluation” applications is 
Nov. 9 (30 days after the original 
mailing). 

Assessors also discussed the reva- 
luations of the 16 charitable organi- 
zations in Winchester. These organi- 
zations include the churches, the A 
Better Chance (ABC) house and the 
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various clubs that own real estate in 
town. 

Assessors decided to request a 
copy of the original report filed with 
the Massachusetts attorney general 
from each of these organizations to 
gain clarification of the charitable 
status of these groups. 

According to Director of Assess- 
ments Dan MecGurl, 75 abatement 
applications have been filed, but 
many more have been picked up by 
residents at the assessors’ office. 

Shannon suggested the board 
should offer to set up appoiniments 
for abatement hearings for the 
elderly in the community in the 
afternoon when it is light out and 
easier for residents to get around. 
Night meetings could be saved for 
those with day jobs, offered 
Shannon.

In discussion of the revaluations, 
Assessor George L. Anderson threw 
out the hypothetical scenario of four 
homeowners with residences on one 
cul-de-sac. If three of the four resi- 
dents file ‘‘over-val’’ applications 
for their real estate, and were found 
to have legitimate cause, they would 
be allowed abatements.

Muggia, wha voted against the 
mation, said she would be “willing to 
discuss" a wage freeze, but thought 
the town should look into consolida- 
tion of departments. and consider all 
the options before making a final 
recommendation on a freeze, 

“I'm personally interested in see- 
ing how far we get in this year’s 
budget process with other options,” 
said Muggia. 

However, the remaining members 
of the board said they felt the wage 
freeze is a first and necessary step in 
addressing the looming cloud over 
the town’s finances. 


“We were fortunate to squeak by 
this year, but we won't have the 
sine resources next year.” said 
Selectman William O'Leary. 

“We can't continue to give 5'» or 6 

percent when there's only 2'2 per- 
cent involved,’ agreed Selectman 
Steve Powers. “At this point. I think 
(freezing wages) is the most prudent 
way. 
“| think by freezing management 
(wages) that are under our control 
we are making a move toward com- 
prehensive budget control.’ he 
added. 

In casting their votes, selectmen 
voiced their hopes that the School 
Committee will follow suit in its half 
of the town’s approximately $33 mil- 
lion budget.

Hearing set on High, Manomet street traffic

The Board of Selectmen have 
called a public hearing Oct. 30 to 
discuss installing a ‘Do Not Enter” 
sign at the intersection of Manomet 
Road and High Street. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the Traffic 
Advisory Committee cansidered the 
Situation in thal area at the request 
‘of a High Street resident. 

Maurer tolf™selectmen al their 
Oct. 16 mecting there is concern 
‘Tegarding the speed of traffic on 
, High Street as it travels in an easter- 
ly direction toward Arlington Street. 

Maurer noted that High Street 
(urns into somewhat of a ‘country 
road,” turning off to the right before 
crossing Arlington Street. Manomet 

‘Road is the throughway travelling 
from Lockeland Road down toward 
Church Street. 

“There is a severe problem with 
the width of that road,” said Maur- 
er, “The problem is cars entering on 
the street, the width of the street and 
site distances." 

The Traffic Advisory Commitlee 
recommends that High Street 
remains two-way, and that the ‘‘Do 
Not Enter” sign be installed at the 
Manomet Road end. According lo 
Maurer, this would prohibit traffic 
from entering High Street, but would 
allow residents of High Street lo 
travel in either direction. 

A “Do Not Enter" sign would 
force travellers to turn onto Arling- 
ton Street in order to reach that 


Since the inception of the Town 
Charter jn 1976, Winchester has 
traditionally held a fall meeting 
in addition to the spring Town 
Meeting the charter dictates. 

However, this year the town is 
breaking a 13-year (radition by 
not holding a fall Town Meeting. 
Selectmen recently decided not to 
calla Town Meeling given a lack 
of pressing issues. The only war- 
rant articles submitted before the 
deadline were one Lo disolve the 
Town Hall Building Committee, 
and another by the Planning 
Board to make some adjustments 
to the bylaws relating to street 
lights. 


Selectmen decided those two 
issues could wait until spring and 
thus save the town money. 
According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, the cost to the town to run 
Town Meeting is approximately 
$2,000, including printing and 
mailing of the warrant, and staf-

section of roadway. 
Leslie and Lawson Roads 

Maurer reported on the Leslie and 
Lawson Road situation to selectmen 
at their Monday night meeting. 

Maurer said there are two situa- 
tions to be discussed in that area, the 
traffic problem and the town assum- 
ing responsibility for temporary 
repairs. 

With regard to the traffic situa- 
fion, Maurer said there are three 
options for the town to take: closing 
Leslie Road at South Border Road so 
that the street is only for residents; 
making Leslie and Lawson roads 
one-way towards South Border 
Road; and making Leslie and Law- 
son roads one-way towards Highland 
Avenue. 

Once a study is received from the 
Engineering Department, the Traff- 
ic Advisory Committee will make a 
recommendation to selectmen, said 
Maurer. 


Repairs to roads 

Maurer told selectmen the poor 
condition of some of the town’s unac- 
cepted ways needs to be addressed. 

According to Maurer, both Law- 
son and Leslie roads are private 
ways. Because they are not accepted 
by the town as public ways, property 
owners are responsible for repairs. 

If the town makes repairs to an 
unaccepted way, it can be argued 
the town has taken responsibility for 
the complete maintenance of the 
road, Maurer said. However, Town 
Counsel Wade Welch has indicated 
the town can make provisions for 


fing for the meeting. 

“Spring Town Meeting is pri- 
marily for the establishment of 
the budget for the ensuing year,” 
said Ward. 

Ward noted that the fall Town 
Meeting is primarily concerned 
with non-fiscal matters as out- 
lined in the Town Charter. This 
does not mean, however, that 
fiscal matters cannot be dis- 
cussed at fall Town Meeting, or 
that non-fiscal matters cannot be 
discussed in the spring, she 
noted. 

Matters normally discussed in 
the fall often include bylaw, char- 
ter or zoning amendments. 

Selectmen may consider call- 
ing a Special Town Meeting later 
this year or early next year 
depending on progress with the 
sale of the Woburn Loop. Accord- 
ing to Maurer, if additional prop- 
erty on the Loop is sold, Town 
Meeting must accept the propos- 
al to sell land.

The Library appreciates this 
opportunity to reply to the concerns 
of the Winchester residents who are 
unhappy with the combined adult 
and children’s circulation desk on 
the main floor of the Library. 

Substantial reductions in funding 
of the Library’s operating budget 
over the last decade, but particular- 
ly in the last two years, have made 
this change, as well as other changes 
in service, necessary. 

It is difficult for patrons with 
small children in tow to use the 
circulation desk on the main floor. It 
is difficult for patrons accustomed to 
lelephone renewals to learn that 
they have been eliminated. It is 
difficult for patrons to come to the 
Library on Wednesday evenings or 
any time on Friday and discover the 
building is closed. 

It is difficult to operate the 
Library as we would like to when the 
number of full-time equivalent 
employees has been reduced from 29 
in 1979 to 19 in 1989. If the Library's 
budget for fiscal year 1991 is reduced 
below leve) funding, we will lose 
state aid. This must not be allowed 
to happen. 

I urge those of you who care for 
our Library to communicate those 
feelings to the Finance Committee, 
The Town Manager, and your Town 
Meeting Representatives.

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Town of Winchester finds 
itself; like other cities and towns in 
this Commonwealth, in a financial 
bind. In the past two years the 
leaders of this local government 
have wrestled with a budget on a 
collision course with reality. 

When our Town government saw 
fit to reduce the ranks of our Police 
and Fire Departments, and elimi- 
nate the call-firemen, it was a sad, 
sad state of affairs; hello — reality! 

At this time, this writer would 
offer up a little food for thought; why 
not trade off a Department of lesser 
value for the eight or 10 Police and 
Firemen? Now you ask — which 
department should be the sacrificial 
lamb? My suggestion is to eliminate 
the Department of Health. This 
department's functions include 
many activities that could be 
absolved by other departments. 
They issue dump stickers, dog 
licenses, attend meetings related to 
health matters and issue permits 
including those for dumping in the 
Town of Winchester. I have been 
attending meetings of the Winches- 
ter Board of Health for more than 
seven years now, concerned with the 
existance of a three-acre dump on 
Rock Avenue. An open dump which 
began in December 1979; in full view 
from Main Street. Does it seem 
reasonable that the Board of Health 
still does not have a definite answer 
to the Rock Avenue problem? 

It is not only unpardonable for the 
Department of Health to have allow- 
ed such a large scale dumping oper- 
ation to go on for years (without 
even having a dumping permit!) itis 
also an insult to every resident of 
Winchester not to have ordered its 
removal immediately, as was done 
on the Amberwood Drive similar 
situation! 

Taxpayers of Winchester — if you 
had to choose between adequate fire 
and police protection and luxury, I 
think it is obvious which you would 
opt for. In these difficult fiscal times 
and after you have already made the 
painful Police and Fire Department 
cuts, it is time to make another. I 
pray that it will not be aimed at 
these (wo fine service departments. 

There is still a little pork left in the 
old municipal barrel. It might just 
be the prudent time to share the 
Health Department duties with 
another town, as has been previous- 
ly suggested. A gentleman from 
Concord stated a long, long time 
ago, ‘‘that a government which gov- 
erns less, governs best’’. Perhaps he 
was blessed with clairvoyance, or 
just stating a fact of life?

1. The selection of the panel mem- 
bers for the Alliance forum con- 
sisted of community representatives 
who supported the override of Prop- 
osition 2 1%. It is an established 
FACT that these “experts” were 
sympathetic to the Alliance for 
Winchester’s Future position in the 
March election and no one who 
opposed the Override of Proposition 
2% was selected to be a panelist. 

2. Insofar as a formal invitation to 
the WTA to meet with the AWF is 
concerned, a casual invitation was 
extended to me by Larry Smith, but 
it was never seriously pursued or 
confirmed. I have never refused to 
sit down with the leadership of the 
AWF. 

3. When approached by Bill 
O'Leary and Tom Schmitt to meet 
with members of the AWF, I agreed 
to work on arranging such a meet- 
ing. I was given two weeks to put 
together a meeting of the WTA and 
the AWF, When then Chairman 
Brian McSweeney contacted Select- 
man Schmitt, he asked to postpone 
the meeting until the final certifica- 
tion of the free cash account and the 
Cherry Sheet allocations were con- 
firmed. Since the Selectmen would 
have that information available 
shortly, Mr. McSweeney asked for a 
postponement until we had the actu- 
al certified figures on hand, Next I 
received the much touted personal 
appeal by phone from Larry Smith. 
Larry insisted on the two-week time 
frame and then said we could have a 
meeting without having the free 
cash and cherry sheet figures on 
hand. When I told him that Mr. 
McSweeney and I both felt that a 
productive meeting could be held 
only with the essential fiscal data on 
hand, Larry angrily informed me he 
was leaving for a vacation. We never 
refused to meet with the AWF but 
communication with the AWF was 
not pursued after Mr. Smith’s 
vacation. 

3. Casual remarks exchanged 
between Larry Smith and I cannot 
be construed to be formal invitations 
for a meeting. We exchanged brief 
and cordial remarks at public hear- 
ings held by the Selectmen but again 
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them on Saturday, October 21,

I read with some dismay last 
week’s letter entitled, ‘“Collins Dis- 
tressed at Library System.” Of 
course the new check-out system at 
the library is inconvenient, So is the 
fact that the library is now closed on 
Fridays. And so is the school syt- 
stein's lack of a science supervisor, 
and the continued presence of split 
grade classes, And so are the many 
other results of too many needs and 
not enough money. 

Isn't it time, though , that we all 
stopped blaming the very people 
who are doing the most to try to hold 
our town together in spite of the 
financial crisis in which we find 
ourselves? In her letter, Mrs. Collins 
states that, ‘Mr. Sperber needs to 
know of the enormous inconvenience 


he has caused."' I suspect that Mr. 
Sperber knows only too well, but 
having exhausted all other possibili- 
ties and finding himself with too 
little money to pay the required 
number of library staff people, he 
made what he believed to be the best 
decision under the circumstances. 

It seems to be time for the citizens 
of Winchester to do some hard think- 
ing about the future of our town. 
Since the present tax rate does not 
seem lo be enough to support the 
level of services to which we are 
accustomed, the choices are appa- 
rent. Do we want to pay slightly 
higher local taxes, or do we want lo 
learn to live with decreased ser- 
vices? Although I personally would 
support a general override, I do 
recognize the right of others {to 
oppose this view. 

I would only hope that those who 
choose to continue to underfund 
town budgets will avoid the tempta- 
tion to then criticize the very people 
and organizations who must work 
within the resulting constraints. I 
know that the Superintendent of 
Schools did not make the decision to 
increase some elementary class 
sizes and reduce course flexibility at 
the high school lightly. Similarly, 
although I do not know Mr. Sperber 
personally, I can only guess that he 
is saddened when he sees people 
taking books from the children's 
room upstairs to be checked out at 
the one remaining desk, and that 
when he drives by the library and 
sees the sign indicating greatly 
reduced hours he wishes that it could 
be otherwise, 

Well, Winchester, it can be other- 
wise, But that decision is entirely up 
to us.

teachers’ aides 


To the Editor 

I think like most parents at Mur- 
aco, I was pleased to see every 
grade with an individual teacher. I 
feel that a split class can be hard for 
the teacher and for many of the 
students, However, I am still very 
concerned about class sizes. The 
kindergarten classes at Muraco this 
year have twenty and twenty-one 
students respectively. 

Last year with these same class 
sizes there was a full-time aide.

There are no aides in any of Mur- 
aco's classrooms this year. This 
means that there is very little oppor- 
tunity for a child to have one-on-one 
time with their leacher. 

At the kindergarten level there are 
many times when indivudual atten- 
tion can be very necessary. A child 
may need help or encouragement to 
bring along an area of growth that is 
slow to develop. I believe that the 
earlier you reach children who are 
struggling or lost, the better it is for 
the child. Childern need extra help 
and attention in kindergarten when 
class sizes are large but that can’t 
happen when we can't have class- 
room aides. 

My concern naturally also focuses 
ahead to first grade. If Muraco’s 
kindergartens are at twenty and 
twenty-one now, first grade num- 
bers will be large next year. Histori- 
cally, first grade al Muraco picks up 
four to five students. That puts Mur- 
aco’'s first grade classes possibly at 
figures as high as twenty-three or 
twenty-four. 

With numbers this high and a wide 
range of ability levels when entering 
first grade, that situation concerns 
me greatly. Again, I can only reit- 
erate my philosophy as a parent and 
as a pediatric therapist, that the 
more you can offer a child as early: 
in his educational development as 
possible, the more beneficial it will 
be for the child. That means our 
town needs to be able to hire aides in 
our large kindergarten and first, 
grade classes to provide one-on-one 
attention when necessary. 

Aides in the classroom also allow 
the teacher to work with a small 
group of advanced students who 
may need that little extra challenge. 
It is very difficult for one teacher to 
meet the varying needs of twenty~ 
five students by herself, especially 
at these early grade levels. 

I'm not sure as parents if we can 
rely on aides in the first grade clas- 
ses or any class at Muraco next 
year. With the bleak financial situa- 
tion in town and specifically in the 
school budget, additional staffing 
does not seem likely, 

As parents we need to speak out to 
improve the school budget situation 
next year, We all need to think about 
spending a little more now, so we 
don’t have serious educational prob- 
lems in the future.

vice emphasizing precautions to 
be taken to avoid this serious type 
of poisoning which can be fatal. 
Their advice lo the public is well 
worth reviewing. 

It is advisable to have chim- 
neys checked for blockage before 
the chilling weather arrives. 
Birds build nests in chimneys and 
accumulated soot becomes 
another serious problem. Leaves 
blown into chimneys and 
branches that may surround the 
rooftop area all require the alten- 
tion of an expert to check all 
heating equipment. If the heater 
is prevented from emitting lethal 
fumes through the chimney 
because of blockage, there is 
great danger of a carbon mono- 
xide build-up with a back-up of 
fumes into the house. 

Be alert for signs that indicate 
the imminence of a serious prob- 
lem. Signs of soot that has 
dropped from the chimney into 
the fireplace or soot found within 
the central heating apparatus 
need immediate attention. Stulfy 
or Stale smelling air, or very high 
humidity are other warning signs 
of the emission of the deadly 


low levels of this toxic gas which 
is very difficult to detect because 
it is odorless, colorless, and taste- 
less and can be slow and insidious 
as it penetrates the atmosphere. 
People affected by the gas show 
signs of confusion and have diffi- 
culty in concentrating. Eyes 
often sling and there might be 
ringing in the ears. Shortness of 
breath and palpitation of the 
heart develop if the exposure con- 
tinues unchecked. If fumes are 
inhaled for too long a period, the 
victim can suffer a convulsion, 
collapse, and end in death. 

When such physical symptoms 
appear as headaches, dizziness, 
nausea, vomiting, irritability and 
general faligue, it can be a sign 
that there is limited oxygen as a 
result of highly toxic gas backing 
out of the heater inslead of going 
up through the chimney. 

Automobiles left idling with 
faulty exhaust systems, or char- 
coal or gas grills indoors for cook- 
ing or heating purposes often 
cause families to be overcome. 
Any furnace, oil gas, coal, or 
wood burning without proper 
vents can produce carbon mono-

WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT 


Old houses have 


own personalities

Houses exert a fascination over 
many people. Their architecture, 
furnishings, settings, and historicity 
catch our attention. Houses have 
unending variations of form and 
style. They also have personalities 
and histories. 

Houses are our homes. They area 
part of our being and have sentimen- 
tal meaning for our ownselves. They 
have meaning for others because 
they reflect personality — not only of 
ourselves bul also of the times, the 
architects, and the succession of 
owners, 

“All houses,'’ wrote Longfellow, 
“wherein men have lived and died 
are haunted houses.’’ They bear the 
imprint of past lives. Their struc- 
tures, decor, and, if they exists, their 
furnishings put us into contact with 
lives and times which are gone. 
Some houses have become museums 
for this very fact. 

Winchester itself has no historical 
houses which are museums open (o 
the public. Ilowever, there are many 
in New England. A number of such 
properties are owned and main- 
lained by the Society [or the Preser- 
vation of New England Antiquities 
(SPNEA) which presents a program 
in Winchester on Oct. 25 at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Symmes Room of the Unita- 
rian Church, sponsored by the 
Winchester Historical Society. 

SPNEA, founded in 1910 to pre- 
serve New England's domestic 
architecture and smaller artifacts, 
has become the largest regional pre- 
servation organization in the coun- 
try. According to its literature, “it’s 
vast and well-documented collec- 
tions record the history of everyday 


life in New England. SPNEA's col- 
lections include historic examples of 
domestic architecture, decorative 
arts, artifacts, and archives.” 

Their Winchesler presentation 
wil be an armchair tour of SPNEA’s 
house museums via a one-hour slide 
show that will give viewers a unique 
picture of domestic life over a period 
of 300 years. SPNEA's properties 
include working farms, settlers’ 
dwellings, urban houses, and coun- 
try estates and range in age from a 
17th-century salibox to the home of 
Bauhaus architect, Walter Gropius, 
built in 1938, Their collection of New 
England decorative art and artifacts 
represent the most comprehensive 
and best documented collection of its 
kind in the country, 

Coordinated with this armchair 
tour, the Historical Society is orga- 
nizing a field trip to one of SPNEA’s 
properties, the Lyman House in 
Waltham. This elegant country 
house was built in 1793 by Salem 
architect Samuel McIntire and sur- 
rounded by grounds laid out accord- 
ing to English concepts of naturalis- 
tic design. The field trip will include 
a tour of both the house and the 
greenhouses erected by the owner, 
Theodore Lyman, for the cultivation 
of exotic fruits and flowers. Time 
and interest permitting, the trip will 
also include nearby Gore house. The 
trip is planned for the afternoon of 
Wednesday, Nov. 8. 

The armchair tour is open lo the 
public free of charge. The field trip, 
for which there are small admission 
charges, is also open to the general 
public, who may sign ,up at the 
armehair tour or by calling Society 
vice-president, Fran VerPlanck, or 
president, Ellen Knight,

It may be too early to be think- 
ing about the Div.

Hopes for boys soccer title dashed 


Last Thursday the boys’ soccer 
{eam’s hopes of a fourth consecu- 
live Middlesex League tille were 
dashed in an upset loss to the 
Rockets of Reading by a score of 
1-0. The defeat left Winchester 
three points in back of Wakefield 
with at least four challenging 
games left lo play. 

Ironically, Winchester's second 
loss in 13 games was probably 
their best-played game of the 
year.

The first half began with 
Winchester immediately driving 
up the field and coming close 
more than once.

To credit Reading, they capi- 
talized on Winchester's only 
defensive lapse of an otherwise 
exceptionally defended game 
when a Sachem fullback slipped 
and allowed a Reading player to 
place a shot in the corner.

Some of the ideas put forth by the 
Finance Committee to deal with the 
looming deficit in FY91 were meant 
to be plausible — others, off-the-wall 
— but as School Committee Chair- 
man Edward noted, ‘‘no idea is a 
bad idea.” 

The Finance Committee hosted 
members of the Board of Selectmen 
and the School Committee at their 
meeting Oct. 19. The discussion cen- 
tered around a laundry list of poten- 
tial budget cuts developed by Fin- 
Com members, areas in the town 
management where dollars could be 
saved. 

The major changes proposed by 
the Finance Committee include:

Sixth grade move on agenda

The plan to move sixth-grade stu- 
dents to McCall Junior High School, 
delegated to the back burner several 
months ago, recently resurfaced as 
a potential solution to some of the 
fiscal woes that dog the School 
Committee. 

At their Oct. 24 meeting, members 
discussed the report of the ‘Middle 
Level Task Force," a group of con- 
cerned parents, faculty and admini- 
strators who worked diligently 
through the winter months last year 
to hammer out a possible plan to 
better utilize school buildings. 

Budget constraints that loomed 
last spring put the plan on hold. But 
School Committee members will 


now reconsider the proposal in can- 
junction with possible redistribution 
of students, school closings or reallo- 
cation of resources. 

McCall Assistant Principal Wil- 
liam Maher highlighted the five key 
points of the McCall proposal: mak- 
ing the sixth-grade students an 
integral part of the McCall system; 
dividing the sixth-grade class into 
five heterogeneous teams; keeping 
the classes heterogeneous; dedicat- 
ing the extra time in the school day 
to computer programs, library 
skills, music courses or other such 
programs; and utilizing the third 
floor space exclusively for the sixth- 
grade students. 

“We would want students to be 
integrated, not just housed,” said 
Maher, ‘We would want to have a

middle school that we want, not just 
one that evolved.” 

When asked to determine a time- 
line for implementing such a plan, 
Maher responded that a year and a 
half would be the “‘ideal’’ time sche- 
dule for training and actually get- 
ting the plan off the ground. If need 
be, however, the plan could go into 
effect as soon as next September, 
added Maher. 

School Committee member and 
Task Force member Donna Brandt 
Landry emphasized too, “We can’t 
do it (make the sixth-grade move) 
next September, unless we decide 
soon." 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos added, ‘‘ideally, it 
would take two years.”” He noted 
that in other school systems, such as 
Melrose and Andover, such a move 
has been made in as short a period 
as three months. Although often the 
norm, this accelerated process is 
usually spurred by financial con- 
straints, said Mitsakos, and not a 
favorable position. 

The committee will continue to 
consider the plan throughout budget 
discussions in the upcoming months.

Residents seek help with traffic problem

Residents of Lawson and Leslie 
roads want their streets kept pri- 
vate ways, but are asking for the 
town's help in cutting down 
traffic. 

The roads, which run between 
South Border Road and Highland 
Avenue, are commonly used as a 
cut-through for travellers, said 
Lawson Road resident and 
spokesman for the neighborhood 
Tim Desmond. 

Desmond noted that a neigh- 
borhood group was formed to 
work with the town in addressing 
the problem. Desmond said 
neighbors were concerned about 
the safety of people in the neigh- 
borhood and the hazardous condi- 
tions on the road. 

“Our concern is for our child- 
ren, for people who use the road 
for recreation and travel, and for 
peopie who cut through,” said 
Desmond. ‘‘The situation has 
become progressively worse in 


Desmond said people who cut 
through the street travel at a high 
rate of speed. A lack of sidew- 
alks, poor drainage on the street 
and dim lighting makes for a 
dangerous situation, he said. 
Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said the Engineering 
Department is currently conduct- 
ing a study of traffic in the area. 
Once those figures are available, 
a meeting will be scheduled 
between the Traffic Advisory 
Committee and members of the 
neighborhood group. 


Selectman Steve Powers said 
he agrees the three issues that 
should be dealt with are: reduc- 
ing speed when entering the 
road; disrepair and width of the 
road. "I think safety is a much 
bigger issue on the South Border 
Road end,” said Powers. Visibili- 
ty at the South Border Road end 
is poor, agreed Desmond. 

Selectman Judith Muggia 
pointed out any decision made on 
Leslie and Lawson roads will

Atlantic. 

The Winchester Youth Basketball 
Association is presently raising 
funds to build a basketball court and 
help provide equipment to children 
in Liberia, Africa.

The idea to donate funds first 
came about when former resident 
Michael Burkly contacted resident 
and former Boston Celtic Bob Bige- 
low and asked him if he could help 
raise funds for the African children 
through the league. 


Burkly, who grew up in Winches- 
ter and graduated from Winchester 
High School in 1979, has travelled 
extensively throughout the world 
and joined the Peace Corps last 
year. He is stationed in Liberia. 

According to Bigelow, Burkly him- 
self participated in Winchester’s 
youth basketball program when he 
was younger. As a result, Burkly 
turned to the program when looking 
for assistance to help kids across the 


ocean. 

“Basketball is a beloved sport 
over there,” said Bigelow, who 
maintains contact with Burkly. ‘It's 
a nice international connection, a 
connection of good will ... supplying 


for people who have less advantages 
in life,” he added. 

In conjunction with registration 
for the league, participants are 
invited to make a donation to the 
Liberian basketball fund. Residents 
interested in donating to the fund but 
who are not part of the basketball 
program may send checks to the 
Youth Basketball Association, care 
of Treasurer Frank Fiorentino, 5

While the association has never 
done any such fundraising before, 
Bigelow said he believes this is a 
good cause. ‘I think it’s a great 
thing for the kids of this town to be 
able to give,”’ he said. 

In a letter to Bigelow, Burkly 
outlined the impoverished lifestyles 
of people in Liberia. According to 
Burkly, people in the town in which 
he is stationed began building a 
court three years ago. However, 
when money ran out, the project was 
dropped. 

Now, Burkly is hoping Winchester 
residents will help make a dream 
come true for some young Liberian 
basketball players who live without 
many necessities. 

Winchester's basketball league 
has been in existence for approxi- 
mately 15 years, and has both boys’ 
and girls’ teams. 

The purpose of Winchester’s 
league is ‘‘to give kids a chance to 
learn and play some basketball,” 
said Bigelow.

struggle that has occurred over the 
years, pitting the Schoo! Committee 
against rising numbers of split clas- 
ses, increased student/teacher 
ratios and loss of curriculum at the 
high school. 

He also warned that increasing 
numbers of students in kindergarten 
through second grade classes could 
spur parents to have their child 
given a core evaluation, which could 
make the children eligible for spe- 
cial education. And special educa- 
tion classes, said Jervey, weigh dis- 
proportionately on the schools’ 
budget. 

Although a portion of funds for 
special education is reimbursed by 
the state, the town is legally obli- 
gated to shoulder most of the cost of 
the special programs. 

Special education ranges from 
specialized tutoring in problem 
areas to classes for mentally hand- 
icapped students.

In response to Jervey’s proposal, 
School Committee member Donna 
Brandt Landry suggested sending 
out a letter to various town organiza- 
tions asking to meet with them to 
discuss the financial situation of the 
town as it relates to the school 
department.

considered," Schmitt said he would 
“not favor a single public safety 
director.” 

Incorporating the two positions of 

assistant superintendent of schools 
and assistant town manager into one 
“purchasing agent” was not consid- 
ered a viable option by Schmitt. He 
called middle management posi- 
tions “easy targets” during budget 
cutbacks and added, ‘'I would say 
those two individuals save or make 
their salaries 10 times over each 
year.”’ 
In regard to the elimination of the 
Conservation Cmmission, Schmitt 
noted, ‘‘the Board of Selectmen did 
not support the creation of the Con- 
servation Commission, but we have 
since realized its worth... the 
expense is minima] but the benefit is 
manifold.” 

Schmitt said the Board of Select- 
men would not favor the elimination 
of the Youth Center or merging the 
Winchester Board of Health with 
other town health departments. 

Also, Schmitt was opposed to mov- 
ing the Council on Aging to the Town 
Hall because space is not available 
in the building and the Jenks Senior 
Center is a more appropriate place 
for the agency. 

Schmitt did say however, the 
board would, ‘‘consider changes in 
all fees” and would “look at all fees 
and get closer to the cost of provid- 
ing the services.” 

Schmitt also noted selling the 
schools that are not being used by 
the School Department would ‘'not 
be a good idea.” He called the build- 
ings ‘valuable assets .., they should 
not be sold to balance the budget; if 
we do (sell the buildings) it should 
be a good business decision on its 
own merit.”

School Committee 

Chairman O'Connell noted that the 
School Committee’s joint responses 
to the proposed cuts were ‘“unre- 
hearsed,”’ but proceeded with a cri- 
tique of the line-up. 

O’Connell sald the board would 
vote on their position Nov. 14 on the 
budget freeze adopted by the Board 
of Selectmen last week. In addition, 
the School Committee would be 
“ready to make the necessary 
adjustments, and make the reduc- 
tions where we can,”' said O'Connell. 

School Committee members were 
opposed to merging the positions of 
assistant superintendent of schools 
and assistant town manager citing 
the heavy workload of the assistant 
superintendent and their disatisfa- 
tion with combined services insti- 
tuted in the past. 


As far as selling the schools that 
are not being used by the School 
Department, O'Connell said, ‘‘it’s a 
plum of a quick fix in terms of the 
selling price, but then (the build- 
ings) are lost as assets.” 


School Committee members were 
not in favor of contracting custodial 
services or cutting the number of 
school buses now used. O'Connell 
noted the School Department has 
always pushed early retirement for 
its employees and will continue to do 
so, but he added that personally he 
was “not a champion’’ of this 
practice. 


School Committee members were 
also not in favor of eliminating low- 
participation classes. Mitsakos said 
teachers are assigned on the basis of 
number of students in each grade 
after a review of course selections. 
Eliminating a class would throw off 
this formula and staff would be dis- 
proportionately cut, said Mitsakos.

Jefferson Cutter 
House finds new 
home, memories

All along Massachusetts Avenue 
and in the Center, crowds watched 
last week’s spectacular move of the 
156-year-old Jefferson Cutter House, 
but for Edith Wilson of Winchester 
the move meant even more: the 
house she was born in was being 
relocated. 

In 1918, it was not uncommon for 
women to give birth at home, but 
Wilson's mother was supposed to go 
to a Boston hospital. 

A flu epidemic was raging that 
year, and at the last minute the 
hospital refused to admit Wilson’s 
mother. As a result, Wilson was born 
Edith Perry on Oct. 26 of that year in 
the Jefferson Cutter House, which 
sat for a century and a half at 1125 
Mass, Ave. 

The Perry family did not stay in 
the Cutter house for long after 
Edith’s birth, but the house 
remained close to their hearts. Dur- 
ing the frequent walks past the 
house, Wilson said her mother would 
reminisce about the beautiful fire- 
place that was in the bedroom. 

The now-famous door to the main 
entrance to the house was also fod- 
der for memories: many times peo- 
ple would come to the house offering 
to buy the elaborate, hand-carved, 
wooden door, Mrs. Perry would just 
tell them it wasn't for sale. 

The original door (a new one was 
made after a truck damaged the 
original, Wilson said) also had a lock 
so large that when Wilson's mother 
went out she had to carry the key 
around her waist since it was too big 
to fit in her purse. 

Wilson had often worried that the 
beautiful, old house would be torn 
down, so she was delighted when she 
heard a grant was acquired to move 
it to the central place on the new 
town Common. She made sure to be 
there to watch its careful journey 
down Massachusetts Avenue last 
Tuesday. 

Wilson loved Arlington then and 


still does now, but in the meantime 
she happened to be around for 
another historic event: the bombing 
of Pearl Harbor. 

After a number of years of court- 
ship, Edith Perry accepted James 
W. Wilson’s proposals to marry him. 
Wilson was in the U.S. Navy at the 
time, and Edith Perry journeyed to 
Hawaii to marry there on Nov. 12, 
1941, three weeks before the Japan- 
ese bombed Pear! Harbor. 

The Wilson's were living near Wai- 
kiki Beach when the Japanese 
attacked on Dec. 7, 1941. James 
Wilson was at sea at the time, but 
Edith Wilson remembers being at 
home and hearing an “‘awefully loud 
noise,”” which she thought at the 
time were just manuevers. 

It wasn’t until later when she 
heard radio reports, and stepped out 
of her house to see a Japanese plane 
flying over her house ‘‘too close for 
comfort,” that she understood the 
full irapact of the events. 

Wilson said it was five days before 
she learned the fate of her husband. 

When he did finally arrive in port, 
she greeted him carrying a gas 
mask. 

“Tt was against the law to go out of 
the house without a gas mask, so I 
carried one at all times," said Wil- 
son, Some women used their gas 
masks as pocketbooks, she noted, 
though that too was illegal. 

A few months later, Edith Wilson 
was sent back to the mainland as 
“unnecessary personnel” on a U.S. 
naval ship that was nearly torpe- 
doed, On the last day of the five-day 
trip from Hawaii to San Francisco, a 
torpedo missed the bow of the ship 
by just 50 yards. 

When World War II finally ended, 
James Wilson was discharged as a 
Lieutenant Commander in Seattle. 
Instead of staying on the West Coast, 
the Wilsons headed back to where 
they most wanted to be, Arlington. 
They settled on Pelham Terrace for 
25 years, just two blocks from where 
the Jefferson Cutter House now sits.

On Halloween night, ghosts and 
goblins will be seen creeping along 
the streets of Winchester, stalking 
treats and tricking residents. 

But, Safety Officer Kevin Mawn 
warns that with the onset of 
daylight-saving time this Saturday, 
these Halloween haunters might be 
tough to see and motorists should 
keep a keen eye out for young trick- 
or-treaters on the streets after dark. 

Mawn adds too, that wet leaves on 
the roadways will make stopping 
quickly even more difficult. 

Parents are advised to accompany 
their small children on their candy- 
gathering maneuvers and keep the 
youngsters on sidewalks and in 
crosswalks. 

Mawn has been sending out his 
message of Halloween safety at all 
seven elementary schools in town 
during the last few weeks.

that and a falling twig or rattling 
acorn — to send everyone scat- 
tering toward light, air and life 
itself. 

On some of those bright sunny 
October days, as the brilliant 
leaves danced down from the 
endless canopy of autumn, youth 
revelled in the woods on Glen 
Road, behind the old house. The 
old stucco garage stood nearby, 
every single window long 
smashed to splinters, and inside 
sat Caroline’s Witherell’s 1915 
Locomobile roadster with its 
wood-spoked wheels and brass 
trim. 

Even as it sat garaged in ruin, 
its beautiful lines bespoke the 
elegance of an era that was long 
past for this place. 

For many years the old With- 
erell place taught us the singular 
and undesirable alternative to 
change — stagnation, decay and 
ultimately ruin. 

Today the magnificent Copper 
Beech tree outside the thirty year 
old Christian Science Church 
marks the shady bower which 
cooled the victorian front porch 
of the Witherell family nearly 100 
years ago. 

Nowadays when Halloween 
enshrouds us with sinister 
mantle, the darkened shores of 
Wedge Pond witness strange noc- 
turnal happenings centering on 
an old abandoned bathhouse.

A song in his heart 


Jim Reynolds: From post office to center stage

For 38 years, Jim Reynolds work- 
ed the night shift at the Post Office. 
As he says now, “‘it was a night-time 
job in a daytime world. But sweet 
are the uses of adversity: it left my 
days free for singing.” 

He’s been singing all his life: as a 
student at Morehouse College in 
Atlanta; in the early ‘50s, when he 
was part of the company that took 
“Porgy and Bess” on its first 
extended tour to Europe; and over 
the years as soloist at various 
churches. 

Today, at 76, he still sings the 
Requiems and Magnificats with all 
the conviction of the early saints. He 
does spirituals with a tenderness 
that stirs the little hairs on the arms 
of the people who hear him. In the 
African Meeting House on Beacon 
Hill in Boston, he stands simply, 
hands clasped in front of him, and 
tells his audience the significance 
for him of each song he sings. 

““Eve’ry Time I feel the Spirit,’” 
he announces, “I heard this sung at 
the funderal of Paul Robeson in 
Mother Zion Church in New York. It 
was a recording, in Mr. Robeson's 
own voice. I took a bus from Boston, 
then a cab over to Harlem to get to 
that funeral. That man was my idol. 
All-American at Rutgers, and Vale- 
dictorian of his class. Son of a slave, 
you know, born in 1898." 

Jim was born just 15 years later,

Change batteries 
when you change 


your clocks 


TO THE EDITOR: 

As the time nears for us to change 
our clocks back to standard time, we 
encourage all Winchester residents 
to make another change that could 
help save their lives: changing the 
batteries in their smoke detectors. 

A smoke detector can possibly 
double the chances of surviving a 
fire, yet as many as half of the 
smoke detectors in American homes 
are not working because of old or 
missing batteries. 

The problem of smoke detector 
neglect has reached such alarming 
proportions — contributing to sore 
6,000 deaths and 130,000 injuries that 
result each year from fire that fire 
departments and burn centers 
across the country have placed the 
issue at the top of their fire preven- 
tion education agendas.

This week 
in history 


40 years ago: 1949 


The Winchester Star reported 
that air guns were getting to be a 
real problem in Winchester and 
recently the police had reason to 
believe that youngsters were rid- 
ing around town in cars firing at 
windows in houses and store 
fronts. 


Beginning that Sunday, Oct. 30, 
1949, Rev. Charles E. Parks, 
Minister of Emeritus of the First 
Parish Church in Boston would be 
the interim minister at the 
Winchester Unitarian Church. 


30 years ago: 1959 


Dr. Rolf Eliassen of Hillside 
Avenue, professor of sanitary 
engineering at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, left that 
week to set up a research prog- 
ram on the disposal of radioac- 
tive wastes for the International 
Atomic Energy Agency at its 
headquarters in Vienna, Austria. 
Professor Eliassen was an 
authority on stream and air pollu- 
tion and worked for 12 years on 
the problems of radioactive 
waste disposal. The International 
Atomic Energy Agency, which 
grew out of President Eisenhow- 
er's “Atoms for Peace’ prog- 
ram, recognized the acute need 
for a solution to the disposal of 
wastes from atomic reactors and 
nuclear fuel reprocessing plants. 


Since its third published report 
to the town in September of 1958 
and the Town Meeting and 
referendum of October 1958, the 
school building committee con- 
tinued to study its two-fold prob- 
lem: the provision for adequate 
junior high school educational 
facilities and adequate office 
space for the School Department. 


25 years ago: 1964 


Lyndon B. Johnson was elected 
President of the United States by 
a landslide vote over Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, carrylng 45 of the 
nation’s 50 states. It was a histori- 
cal national election locally, as 
well, for it was a rare occasion 
when then Republican Winches- 
ter went heavily Democratic in 
its national choices, with a 
majority voting for President 
Johnson and Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey and re- 
electing Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy. In the state election, for- 
mer Governor John A, Volpe of 
Winchester was re-elected in a 
close, tense gubernatorial race 
against candidate Francis X. 
Bellotti. 


Winchester Police Officer 
James J. Cogan was presented 
with a Meritorious Services 
Award before a large audience at 
the high school auditorium at the 
34th Annual Policemen's Con- 
cert. The award was presented to 
Sargeant Cogan for rescuing a 
three-year-old youngster from 
suffocation last March. 


The Fire Department was first 
called to a 10 Mt. Pleasant Street 
home on a report of leaves burn- 
ing. A fire subsequently took its 
toll by burning out the two-car 
garage. Firemen checked the 
smoldering ruins. 


WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT 


The play’s been the thing

The play's the thing in November 
in Winchester. No fewer than three 
shows are in rehearsal now for pro- 
duction next month: “Dracula” by 
the Winchester Players (November 
3-4, 10-11), “Oliver” at the Junior 
High School (Nov. 16-18), and 
“Voices from the High School’’ by 
the High School (Nov. 30, Dec. 1-2). 

The history of amateur theater in 
Winchester !though ill documented 
in public coflections) shows theater 
to have been a popular and promi- 
nent element of Winchester’s social 
life, particWiarly during the 20th cen- 
tury when several theater groups 
were ogranized. 


In 1932 the Winchester Unitarian 
Players, the oldest existing group, 
was formed ‘‘to present good thea- 
ter, to establish a bond between cast 
and audience and to enrich church 
life."’ Quite a few plays were staged 
during the 30s; however, during the 
40s, because of the diminished num- 
ber of men, competition from the 
Parish Players of the First Congre- 
gational Church, and the establish- 
ment of a Group Theater, the Unita- 
rian Players folded temporarily. 

Jhe group was revived after the 
adyent of Robert Storer as minister 
of'the Unitarian Church in 1959. 
Storer, ordained to the ministry in 
1987, had previously devoted five 
years to the theater as a professional 
actor and director. Finding a stage 
with lights, scenery, and dressing 
rooms in the Winchester church, he 
reorganized the Players and became 
its backbone for many years, direct- 
ing at least one play per year him- 
self until the early 80s. With newer 


members and with many long-time 
members, the group continues to 
produce plays. Some of its history is 
visible in its ‘‘Rogues Gallery,” a 
series of cast pictures located in the 
corridor left of the stage and view- 
able during play intermissions. 

Simultaneously with the Unitarian 
Players, for perhaps two score years 
of more, the Congregational Parish 
Players were also producing plays. 
This group was quite active, pre- 
senting two or three plays annually, 
and allegedly was quite well 
regarded, but it stopped producing 
over 10 years ago and less informa- 
tion is readily available. After their 
demise, their stage in Chidley Hall 
was again used for shows when The 
Co-operative Theatre for Children, 
now 10 years old, staged their first 
several productions there before 
moving to the Lincoln School. 

During the 50s and 60s there was 
also a Gilbert & Sullivan group in 
town, Staff & Key. In addition, vari- 
ous summer theater groups have 
come and gone, principally spon- 
sored by the Recreation 
Department. 

Another group, the Winchester 
Amateurs, is mentioned in an article 
in the Boston Herald of 1941 in refer- 
ence to W.H.W. Bicknell’s involve- 
ment with musical shows. Not a 
shred of information about this orga- 
nization may be found in the Arc- 
hives or the public library. Indeed, 
no information about any of the 
theater groups, not a single theater 
program or review is to be found in 
the Archival Collection. (The bulk of 
information given here about the 
Unitarian group is derived from an 
article written by Bob Storer for his 
church's “‘Insights,"’ which is our 
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sole source for the mysterious 
“Group Theater” mentioned 
above.) Donations of programs, 
reviews, or reminiscences or other 
information would, indeed, be wel- 
come additions to the Archives. 

While the Archives may not reflect 
it, interest in theater in Winchester 
has been alive for scores of years, 
not only in community performing 
groups, but also in the schools, in 
summer camps, in drama work- 
shops, and in private play-reading 
and study groups. The reason is 
simple — theater is great fun. It is a 
marvelous opportunity for contri- 
buting and learning, and a good time 
is had by actors, crew, and audience 
alike. 

Part of this good time, expressed 
by Pam Boerner, last president of 
the Parish Players, is meeting and 
working with other people and 
enjoying the great rapport that can 
exist among people who would go out 
of their way to help and volunteer. 
“It was,’’ she declared, ‘‘a very, 
very good way to become 
acquainted with a variety of people 
in town,” 

Fortunately, though a decline in 
volunteerism has resulted in a 
decline in the number of theatrical 
groups and annual offerings, there is 
still a strong volunteer force in thea- 
ter in Winchester. From the Co- 
operative Theatre, through the 
Junior High and High Schoo! shows, 
to the Winchester Players there is 
opportunity for nearly every com- 
munity member to become involved 
— either on stage, back stage, or in 
front of the stage in the audience — 
and continue the good theatrical 
tradition that the town has enjoyed 
for scores of years.

' The recent wage freeze on man- 
agement salaries approved by the

statements, 
A thorough examination of man- 
‘ agernent employees on the ‘'town 
side" of the municipal budget for 
| Fiscal Year 1990 reveals the follow- 
| ing information: ’ 
«2 employees received salary 
| increases of 5.5 percent 
*9 employees received salary 
| inereases of 6,5 to 9,9 percent 
*11 employees received salary 
| increases of 10 to 14.4 percent 
| Despite the projected revenue 
‘ shortfalls confronting Winchester, 
' the Town Manager and the Person- 
‘ nel Board saw fit to increase the 
Towr, Clerk’s salary by 13.5 percent, 


the Library Director's salary by 12.8 
percent, the DPW Business Mana- 
ger by 14.4 percent and the Health 
Director's salary by 11.4 percent. Is 
this anyway to run our Town? 

By comparison, the Schoo! admi- 
nistrators salary increases for Fis- 
cal 90 ranged from 6.7 percent to 7.4 
percent. The Principals and Assis- 
tant Principals salaries are organ- 
ized and represented for collective 
bargaining as the Winchester Prin- 
cipals’ Group and their salary 
increases ranged from 6.5 percent to 
12.6 percent. On the surface, it would 
appear that the educational admini- 
strative salaries are managed more 
appropriately, but please bear in 
mind the fact that the educational 
administrators made significantly 
more money than comparable 
“town side’ administrators. We 
simply can’t afford this carte 
blanche approach to administrative 
Salaries anymore. 

What really disturbs me is the 
“business as usual mentality” that 
permeates those participating in the 
administrative salary process. How 
can we expect the “rank and file” 
employees to accept a wage freeze 
and/or salary increments of LESS 
than 5 percent when they know the 
“powers that be’’ can demand and 
receive nearly three times that 
amount? This ‘‘Public be damned” 
attitude must stop now! 

In reading the various letters sub- 
mitted to the editors of both The 
Times and The Star last week, read- 
ers commented on a variety of topics 
ranging from cuts in the library 
hours to angry residents coping with 
their new tax assessments. What 
stunned me was a real estate adver- 
tisement placed by an Andover 
Realtor asking Winchester residents 
to consider the Andover Alternative. 
Andover, a lovely residential com- 
munity with an excellent school sys- 
tem, should not be the alternative 
for frustrated Winchesterites trying 
to cope with the present fiscal crisis, 
Our citizens deserve better alterna- 
tives than to be taxed out of their 
homes and their town! 


To those citizens who feel that 
despite everything that is said and 
done you just ‘‘can’t fight city hall”, 
I would remind them that we (the 
people), have just begun to fight! To 
the Town Manager, I would say, 
without rancor, clean it up or pack it 
up! To the School Committee I would 
say, stop telling us what you cannot 
do; start working on what you must 
do! Finally, to the Board of Select- 
men, who know that the buck stops 
with them, I would urge them to 
read Robert Schuller’s book, “‘Tough 
Times Never Last, but Tough People

neglect bill 


becomes law 


The Governor today signed into 
Jaw a bill sponsored by State Senator 
Salvatore R. Albano (D-Som) that 
protects people who disclose infor- 
mation about instances of child 
abuse and neglect. Individuals who 
by law must report suspected child 
abuse cases to the Department of 
Social Services, like doctors or 
counselors, will never face criminal 
or civil action for providing the 
information. The measure also bet- 
ter enables the Department of Social 
Services to obtain further informa- 
tion when investigating a report of 
possible abuse or neglect. 

According to Senator Alba- 
no,“‘Society cannot tolerate the 
abuse or neglect of its children. This 
new law gives investigators one 
more tool in their effort to uncover 
these tragic cases and remove child- 
ren from unhealthy environments."

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MWRA to install meters on sewers 


The Massachusetts Water Resour- 
ces Authority announced today that 
it will install a $5.1 million sewer 
metering system to more effectively 
measure the flow of wastewater 
being generated from its 43 sewer 
use communities, It is the first time 
in the history of the eastern Massa- 
chusetts sewer system that sewers 
will be metered. 


MWRA Executive Director Paul 
F. Levy said, “Since the turn of the 
century, sewer bills have been esti- 
mated. We want to make sure that 


each community is not paying more 
than it should. These new meters 
will help us bring the sewer system 
into the 2ist century.” 


Currently the MWRA estimates 
wastewater flow and each town's 
sewer charge by using population 
figures. 


The data generated by the flow 
meters will help the MWRA to plan 
its collection systems and treatment 
plants; determine the volume of 
clean water discharges into the sew- 
er system known as inflow and infilt- 


ration; and evaluate the effective- 
ness of a flow based rate structure 
similar to that used for assessing 
water rates. The new meters will be 
operational by 1991. 

The metering project, which has 
completed the initial planning stage, 
now includes the award of three 
separate contracts for site prepara- 
tion work; construction services and 
the purchase of wastewater flow 
metering equipment. 

The first contract awarded was to

Museum of Science 
looks at the Ice Age 


Unraveling 40,000-year-old myste- 
ries, Treasures of the Tar Pits’’ a 
traveling national exhibition cur- 
rently on display at the Museum of 
Science, Boston, showcases the La 
Brea tar pits — one of the world's 
richest fossil finds — and provides a 
detailed picture of life in North 
America during the closing phases 
of the last great Ice Age. 

The Rancho La Brea (“‘the tar 
ranch’’) deposits have yielded more 
than one million fossils exquisitely 
preserved through a unique process 
of entrapment, rapid sedimentation 
and asphalt impregnation. This trea- 
sure trove of fossils, created by 
subterranean pockets of gas which 
continually force asphalt up through 
a fault system in the Earth’s crust, 
is still alive today with the same 
dynamic process of entrapment and 
fossilization which has been occur- 
ring for the past 40,000 years. 

Visitors to the exhibition will learn 
about the tar pits’ fossilization cycle, 
which began as unwary animals 
became trapped in the sticky sur- 
face and died. Remains — bones, 
teeth and shells — then became 
saturated with asphait and settled in 
the mire, where they were cemented 
by cold winter temperatures. The 
rainchoked streams of spring furth- 
er covered these remains with lay- 
ers of sediment before the warmth of 


What you’ 


The Coyote (Canis latrans): A 
member of the dog family and the 
third most abundant mammal spe- 
cies found at the La Brea deposits, 
the coyote still lives in the region 
today. Fossil specimens are slightly 
larger than their modern-day 
counterparts. 

Earlies representatives are from 
the Eocene epoch of North America. 

The American Lion (Panthera 
atrox): A member of the cat family, 
the American lion is the largest cat 
found at La Brea. This species is 
extinct, but strongly resembles the 
African and Asian lions. 

Members of the cat family were 
among the earliest of the modern 
carnivores to appear in the fossil 
record and are known to have 
existed from the late Eocene epoch 
onward. 

The Dire Wolf (Canis dirus): A 
member of the dog family, the dire 


summer liquified the asphalt, conti- 
nuing the dynamic cycle that has 
formed layer after layer of asphalt, 
fossils, and sediment for more than 
400 centuries. 

Excavations at the La Brea site, 
which have gone on for the past 100 
years, have just begun to unravel 
the mysteries of the Ice Age and 
scientists are slowly piecing 
together the secrets of the past. 
Prized for its extensive preservation 
of more than 570 species of plant and 
animal fossils, the La Brea tar pits 
have provided scientists with invalu- 
able insight into the mass extinc- 
tions of the Ice Age. ‘‘Treasures of 
the Tar Pits,’’ featuring a superior 
selection of these fossils, uses vid- 
eos, interactive displays, and 
demonstrations to show how the 
remains were preserved, discovered 
and then excavated from their gooey 
asphalt tombs. Ranging in size from 
mammoth skeletons to microscopic 
plant speciments seen only with the 
aid of an electron microscope, the 
exhibition’s extensive fossil collec- 
tion is highlighted by complete 
skeletons of six extinct Ice Age 
mammals: a saber-tooth cat, a giant 
ground sloth, an American lion, a 
coyote and two dire wolves. 

In addition to its focus on paleon- 
tology, the exhibit also examines the 
human history of Rancho La Brea, 


beginning with the story of native 
Americans who lived and died near 
the tar pits 9,000 years ago, and 
continuing through the commercial 
mining the asphalt and the scientific 
excavation of the tar pits. 

Blending science and art, an 
expansive mural by artist Mark Hal- 
lett depicts the varied environments 
of Ice Age Los Angeles as experts 
have hypothesized that they may 
have looked 20,000 years ago. The 
mural features a vast number of the 
plants and animals which inhabited 
the La Brea area, and provides the 
backdrop for a 15-minute live narra- 
tion of prehistoric life at the tar pits. 

With the help of videos and a 
special theater presentation depict- 
ing the discovery of the tar pits’ 
geologic importance by Boston 
paleontologist William Denton, the 
exhibit shows visitors how the exca- 
vation of the tar pits and the science 
of palenontolgy have provided 
important insight into past evolu- 
tionary changes and «heir implica- 
tions for the future.

wolf is the most abundant species at 
La Brea. Known for its massive 
head, strong jaw and large teeth, the 
dire wolf traveled in packs and 
attempted to feed on animals 
trapped in the asphalt, and while 
doing so, became mired themselves. 

The dire wolf is extinct. Earliest 
representatives are from the Eocene 
epoch of North America. 

The Saber-Toothed Cat (Smilodon 
californicus): Classified in a separ- 
ated subfamily from true cats, 
saber-toothed cats are the second 
Most common fossil found at the 
asphalt deposits. Approximately the 
size of the modern African lion, the 
saber-toothed cat could probably 
have attained speeds of 25 to 30 miles 
per hour. 

Believed to be social animals who 
hunted in packs and provided for 
their old and infirm, the saber-tooths 
first appeared in the Eocene epoch

Harlan’s Ground Sloth (Glos- 
sotherium harlani): One of the three 
types of ground sloths found at La 
Brea, Harlan sloths were large, pri- 
mitive animals related to the small- 
er, present-day tree sloths of Central 
and South America. 

Weighing approximately 3,500 
pounds and standing over 6 feet tall, 
Harlan’s ground sloths are marked- 
ly different from their closest living 
relative. 

Ground sloths originated in South 
America during the Oligocene epoch 
and migrated to North America dur- 
ing the Late Miocene where they 
survived until about 10,000 years 
ago.

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Grid squad rolls over Stone

The Winchester High football 
team continued its 1989 rampage 
through the Middlesex League with 
a 44-8 thrashing of Stoneham last 
Sunday. The host Spartans nearly 
made a game of it with a solid, 
80-yard drive in the second quarter, 
but Sachem quad-captain quarter- 
back Chris Umscheid threw two 
impressive touchdown strikes late in 
the first half to break the brief 
tension. 

The Winchester wishbone offense 
continued to look unstoppable as 
they put up points on all seven of 
their possessions. They were headed 
to another score on their eighth 
series when time ran out. 

After stopping Stoneham on the 
initial series of the game, the Sac- 
hems mounted their first scoring 
drive. Using the strength of their 
offensive line — center Eric Saun- 
ders, guards Chuck Ward and Den- 
nis Hoffman, tackles Leroy Hoskins 
and Doug Jordan plus quad-captain 
tight end Sean Donlon — Winches- 
ter’s ground attack ran through and 
around a strong Spartan defensive 
front. An Umscheid keeper around 
left end put the Sachems deep in 
Stoneham territory. The star senior 
eventually snuck it in from the one 
and the 3 team in Division 1 had a 6-0 
lead. 

Junior Chris Edmands missed the 
point after but the Spartans were 
offside. Sachem head coach Manny 
Marshall took advantage of the situ- 
ation as senior Joel Curtin waltzed in 
from the one to pick up the two-point 
conversion. 

The Sachem defense then shut 
down the Spartan offense with rela- 
tive ease. The tough defensive unit 
included Ward, Jordan, Donlon, 
Jamie Mabardy, Brian Thompson, 
Mike Morrison, quad-captains John 
Szczepanski and Mark Koffman, 
Dan McGrath, Steve Tartarini and 
Robbie Meehan. 

Winchester took over on their own 
41. Following a first down via a 
Stoneham penalty, Umscheid kept 
the ball around the right side for 24 


yards and a first down at the Spar- 
tan 19. The drive stalled and 
Edmands drilled a 33-yard field 
goal. 

Stoneham then came through with 
a solid scoring drive of its own. After 
converting for a first down on a 
fourth-down sneak, Spartan star 
back Dexter Foy broke out over the 
left side for 38 yards down to the 
Winchester 32. After two solid sticks 
by Szczepanski and senior Jim 
McGeehan, Stoneham converted 
another fourth down with a short 
pass in the left flat which gave the 
Spartans a first down at the Sachem 
14. Four plays later, Foy plunged in 
from the one for the first points 
against the Winchester defense this 
season in the first half. After Stone- 
ham picked up the two-point conver- 
sion, the stands were abuzz as it 
seemed as though the Sachems were 
facing their first challenge this fall. 

Winchester took over on their own 
44 with 2:24 left in the first half.

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A buyer in the market for a newly- 
built, home that “helps pay for itself” 
should be aware of new home insulation 
recommendations. They are based on the 
Department of Energy (DOE) Zip Code 
Program and the Council of American 
Building Officials (CABO) revised Model 
Energy Code (MEC). 

For the first time in more than eight 
years, minimum recommended insula- 
tion levels have been raised for new 
home construction by both DOE and 
CABO. 

The upgrades come at a time when a 
national consumer preference study finds 
buyérs rank energy efficiency along with 
location, price and design as one of the 
most important features they look for ina 
new home. 

They also say they'd pay $500 for up- 
graded energy features in a new home if 
the features will save them moncy on 
utility bills later. To save more, they'd 
pay more. 

The new guidelines are especially im- 
portant because, after mortgage pay- 
ments, heating and cooling costs remain 
the single largest home expense —nearly 
two thirds of monthly utility bills. 

“To help keep those costs in line, pay 
careful attention to energy efficiency be- 
fore you buy,” advises Michacl V. Krach, 
vice president of Owens-Corning Fi- 


berglas Corp., a leading manufacturer of 
building materials. 

“Insulation is a key," Mr. Krach says, 
“but energy efficiency is the result of 
several components working together, 
Not just one feature.” When you examine 
a home, he adds, you should know which 
questions to ask about how it was built. 

Owens-Corning suggests you concen- 
trate on these factors when shopping for 
your home: Orientation and siting; insu- 
lation tevels; windows and doors; caulk- 
ing and weatherstripping; and heating 
and cooling equipment. 

® Orientation and siting: A home's po- 
sition on the lot is important in energy 
use.

Also check to see that the crawl spaces 
and floors over unheated areas have been 
properly insulated. 

According to the DOE’s recommenda- 
tions for new construction, homes in 
most areas of the country should have R- 
values of at least R-19 in sidewalls. In the 
ceiling, the same recommendations call 
for a range from R-19 in extreme south- 
ern regions to R-38 in severe northern 
climates. 

R-values measure material's resistance 
of heat flow —higher values mean greater » 
insulating power. Glass fiber insulation is 
very popular because of its excellent 
thermal protection, and because it will 
not absorb moisture and will not rot. 

© Windows and doors: Storm windows 
and doors create a dead air space that 
serves as insulation. Double-glazed win- 
dows offer effective protection. 

In addition, many manufacturers are 
using low emissivity, or low-E glazings, 
to increase a window’s energy efficiency. 
Low-E glass allows nearly all of the sun's 
visible light to pass through the panc, 
while reflecting radiant heat via a micro- 
scopically thin metallic layer. This glaz- 
ing reflects heat into the home in winter, 
and outside in the summer, 


© Caulking and weatherstripping: 
Check to see that all possible air infiltra- 
tion areas, such as windows, doors and 
penetrations, have been properly caulked 
and sealed. 

© Heating and cooling equipment: Be 
sure the heating and cooling system is ef- 
ficient. In the last few years, high-effi- 
ciency furnaces and heat pumps have 
become available, and manufacturers are 
required to provide information on a 
heating and cooling system's efficiency. 

In addition, most new homes today 
move conditioned air from the furnace, 
heat pump or central air conditioner 
through ductwork. To be sure that the 
conditioned air is being delivered to the 
room and not lost along the way, check lo 
see if the ductwork is insulated. Sheet 
metal ducts can be wrapped with special 
blanket insulation, or the ducts them- 
selves may be made of insulated glass fi- 
ber ductboard. 

© Energy-design systems: Check to see 
if the builder is using some type of 
energy-design system, such as Owens- 
Corning’s Thermal Crafted® Home pro- 
gram.

It's Saturday night and all of your 
guestS have arrived expecting the party of 
a lifetime. Conversation and champagne 
are flowing easily. Your party seems des- 
tined to be a rave when suddenly, disaster 
strikes —all of the power in the house 
goes out. You can see out your window 
that the neighboring houses al! have 
power, What should you do? 


Although some homeowners are intim- 
idated by the thought of fixing problems 
in the home, not much skill is actually 
needed and it can be quite cost effective. 


A blackout like the one described above 
is a typical houschold emergency and no 
matter how well you prepare there will 
always be an unexpected disaster which 
will strike when you least expect it. 

If an electrical circuit becomes over- 
loaded far any reason, the power will be 
shut off to that circuit at the service box. 
This is accomplished either by a circuit 
breaker or a fuse. Before attempting to 
get the power back on (by resetting the

A third type is the cartridge fuse. Big 
or small, the only way to know whether 
this type is blown or still working is to re- 
place it with a known good fuse. 


When something electrical stops work- 
ing, the first job is to identify the blown 
fuse in the fuse box. If the lights should 
go out in the bedroom, for example, it is 
easy to fix if the fuses are properly la- 
beled.

Early warning signs the key to roof’s health 


More than 68 million single-family 
American homes are |4 years old or 
older, according to the Bureau of the 
Census. 

As these homes age. their owners tend 
to focus on obvious maintenance projects 
such as painting and maintaining or up- 
grading heating and air conditivning sys- 
tems.

® Take note of “balding” shingles — 
those that are losing their protective coat 
of mineral granules. 

* Look out for damaged flashing —the 
asphalt or metal sealant around chimneys
